CLEVELAND, June 20.—The Interstate 
Theaters Company, organized by Robert 
McLaughlin, Cleveland producer, and his 
associate, Sam W. Manheim, backed by 
Cleveland financiers, is getting ready to 
open a 12-theater legit circuit this fall. 

Many theaters have already been en- 
gaged and the company will operate in 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis arid St. Paul (split week), 
Indianapolis and Columbus (split week), 
Cincinnati and Buffalo. 

According to Manheim, business man- 
ager, about four shows will be under 
their own production and the _ rest 
booked on franchise. While a part of 
the program embraces a stock arrange- 
ment, the shows will travel intact over 
the circuit as road shows, a week in 
each city.

CHICAGO, June 20.—Congress having placed a tax of 10 per cent on all games 
and similar devices under the classification of “Sporting Goods,” coin-machine 
manufacturers have sent out notification to their customers that all coin ma- 
chines are now subject to the tax and that for convenience in collection the tax 


will be added to the price of the machine.

“Sporting Goods,” reads as follows: “There is hereby imposed upon the following 
articles, sold by the manufacturer, producer or importer, a tax equivalent to a

LOS ANGELES, June 20.—After voting 
to retain the 2 per cent theater defense 
tax for another year, the 37th annual 
convention of American Federation of 
Musicians came to a close at the Bilt- 
more Hotel here Saturday. 


At the election of officers Friday Joseph 
N. Weber was re-elected president for 
his 33d consecutive term. Charles Bag- 
ley was elected vice-president; William 
J. Kerngood, secretary; Harry Brenton, 
treasurer, and J. E. Jarrott, James Petril- 
lo, Chauncey Weaver, A. C. Hayden and 
A. A. Greenbaum, members of executive 
committee.

Italy Beats U. S. With Roads 


For Exclusive Use of Trucks 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—A promise of 
highway provision for trucks on specially 
built boulevards, which has been agitat- 
ing discussion in road building and of- 
ficial circles, both State and federal, for 
a year or more, and which probably 
would have taken on definite form be- 
fore this had it not been for economic 
conditions, is brought to mind by the 
advanced action taken along this line by 
the government of Italy. The Department 
of Communications of that country has 
taken steps to solve the transportation 
problems arising there thru the building 
of a special highway, for the exclusive 
use of motor trucks, between the great 
port of Genoa and the important inland 
cities of Milan and Turin. 

When a start is made in the United 
States, as it most certainly will be made 
in time to do likewise as Italy, the 
motorized show will be among those 
benefiting materially as, in addition to 
the saving of time which will result from 
such highway facilities, there will be a 
natural lack of interference by passenger 
machines and fewer annoyances in the 
way of penalties imposed or sought to be 
imposed for traffic violations. Different 
Measures already have been introduced 
in Congress, calling for investigation 
looking to such exclusive truck highways, 
but for the reason stated have not been 


pushed up to this time. When Congress 
meets in December chances are the sub- 
ject will be brought to the forefront. 

The projected road in Italy between 
Genoa and Milan will be 98.4 miles in 
length, and the one between Genoa and 
Turin 102 miles, considerable aistances 
when distances in Italy, as compared 
with those in the United States, are 
taken into consideration. The highways 
will be 39.37 feet wide and constructed 
of solid foundations, so as to permit of 
the use of the heaviest types of road 
vehicles, with one or two trailers, and 
at high rates of speed. Curves will have 
a radius of 131 feet and will be super- 
elevated. All crossings will be either over 
or under level, eliminating the need for 
trucks stopping for terminals. 

The cost of construction is expected 
to approximate $10,526,300. Plans for 
the roads are to be perfected within six 
months. Incidentally, the work will pro- 
vide employment for 6,500 men per year. 
Truck operators of this country there- 
fore, particularly those such as circus 
and carnival executives and those using 
trailers necessarily, will have an example 
in the land of Mussolini to point to 
when seeking more equitable treatment 
from public authorities, State and fed- 
eral, in this country as to truck opera- 
tion and treatment of operators.

President Joseph N. Weber brought 
the arguinents to a close in a lengthy 
discussion, wherein he set forth the good 
done by the Living Music Campaign to 
acquaint the public with injustices being 
practiced on musicians. He stated more 
than $1,000,000 is now on hand in the 
theater defense fund and urged that the 
amount be increased to $5,000,000 to

Williams, Fair Man, 
Wins, Recount Shows 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., June 20.—After 
having come to the conclusion that he 
had been beaten as Republican nominee 
in the recent primary election for repre- 
sentative in the State Legislature from 
Delaware County, E. W. (Deak) Williams, 
of Manchester, 40 miles north of here, 
known to hundreds of circus and show- 
folk, is receiving the congratulations of 
his friends, because a recount of votes 
Snows he won out by a narrow margin 
of 24. 

Williams has been secretary of the 
Delaware County Fair for many years. 
He has been active in the Showmen’s 
League and is considered one of the 
best informed outdoor men in the coun- 
try. His dad, Walt Williams,. deceased, 
toured the country 35 years ago with 
various outdoor attractions as a tuba 
player. “Deak’s” brother, Charles, a 
bond salesman in Chicago, is an expert 
clarinetist and has played with many 
famous bands. 


Revenue Department Clarifies 
10%, Admission Tax Provision 


NEW YORK, June 20.—The Depart- 
ment of Internal Revenue in Washington 
has further clarified the provision of the 
new tax bill which goes into effect 
tomorrow for a 10 per cent levy on all 
admissions of more than 40 cents. The 
clarification leaves things about as origi- 
nally announced so far as vaude and 
legit go, with the tax being collected for 
all tickets, even passes, and the price 
on the face of the pasteboards being 
made the basis for the tax. 

Cover charges 1n hotels and night clubs 
are also included in the admissions 
ruling, and if the admissions charge is 
included in the price paid for refresh- 


ments 20 per cent of the total amount 
so paid is figured as the admissions 
charge. In addition to the regular tax, 
when tickets are sold in excess of their 
face value there is a further 10 per cent 
tax on the excess. 

Circuses were hit in the clarification 
thru the ruling that when one admission 
charge has been paid and a second 
charge is made for accommodations 
which are essentially an extension of the 
accommodations granted in return for 
the first fee, then the tax attaches to 
the total of the two charges made.

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Fox Is Up in 
Senate Probe 


William A. Gray charges 
wreck of Fox corporations 
thru stock manipulation 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Senate 
inquiry into stock market manipulations 
dug deep into the intricacies of stock 
trading, stock flotation and complicated 
company organizations engineered by 
William Fox, former head of the wide 
Fox interests, Thursday and Friday, with 
Fox scheduled to testify Monday. Wil- 
liam A. Gray, counsel for the Senate 
committee, charged that Fox wrecked 
the Fox Film and Fox Theaters corpora- 
tions thru stock manipulations, and that 
he evaded income tax to the tune of 
$3,300,000. Fox was supposed to testify 
Thursday, but was too ill in a local hotel 
to do so. Gray told the committee that 
he was not satisfied with Fox’s attitude 
or sincerity and that he was not sure 
that Fox was “doing anything else than 
avoiding an appearance here.” 


Gray spent most of yesterday present- 
ing testimony designed to substantiate 
his charges. This will be continued to- 
day and thruout next week. The major 
point of yesterday’s testimony was Gray’s 
charge that Fox participated in pool op- 
erations while issuing hundreds of thou- 
sands of shares of non-voting stock and 
that he shared in $1,937,762 profits in 
a Fox stock pool in 1929. Gray charged 
that John J. Raskob, Nicholas F. Brady, 
William F. Kenny, Walter P. Chrysler, 
Joseph E. Higgins, Bradford Ellsworth 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Meehan also partici- 
pated in the pool. 


Gray said that Fox Films and Fox 
Theaters Corporation prospered greatly 
until the stock market crash in 1929. 
In April, 1930, Fox sold his controlling 
Shares to a syndicate headed by Harley 
L. Clarke for $15,000,000, plus an an- 
nuity of $500,000 to be paid for five 
years and numerous large payments to 
relatives and associates. Just before Fox 
sold out the company was weakened by 
purchase of $75,000,000 worth of Ameri- 
can theatrical properties and $20,000,000 
of British properties at prices over ac- 
tual value, according to Gray. 


Class A stock in both companies, with 
no voting power, was sold to the public, 
Gray said, while Mr. Fox retained all the 
Class B voting stock in one company 
and 51 per cent of the Class B voting 
stock in the other. “He had absolute 
contro] of the stocks. He issued them 
as he pleased. He gave options when 
and as he pleased and made use of the 
stock in other directions.” 


Gray told how Fox participated in 
three Fox pools in 1927 and 1928 while 
at the same time Hayden, Stone & 
Company, as underwriters, were issuing 
new Fox stock to finance the purchase 
of Wesco Theaters, Inc. He claimed Fox 
profited by several hundred thousand 
dollars thru these pools. 


Other deals under fire concerned Fox 
Theaters Corporation, Fox’s attempt to 
gain control of Loew and various syn- 
dicate pools thru which Fox and other 
capitalists made huge profits. 


Fort Wayne Rose Show Big 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 18.—The 
second annual Rose Show held at Fort 
Wayne closed Wednesday night after 
staging one of the most gorgeous and 
complete exhibits in this section. The 
exhibition was free to the general public 
and was staged in the showrooms oppo- 
site the Palace Theater. Several thou- 
sand people visited the exhibits of roses 
presented by amateur and professional 
rose growers. During the first night the 
Philharmonic Orchestra, under the di- 
rection of O. E. Richards: the Cafaro 
Orchestra and the Bailhe Orchestra fur- 
nished the music for the: occasion. 
Adolph Jaenicke, city park superintend- 
ent, supervised the judging. 


“Design for Living” for England 


LONDON, June 8.—Noel Coward’s new 
play, Design jor Living, will be seen in 
London following the termination of its 
New York run. Coward, Alfred Lunt 
and Lynne Fontaine will all come over 
with the production, according to reports 
here. 


*“Mimi,”” Hah Hah 


PARIS, June 14.—Etna Ross, an 
eye filler in “Face the Music,” which 
is current in New York, is the most 
talked-of gal in Paree. But over 
here she is known as “Mimi Broad- 
way,” which is the nom de plume 
Maurice Dekobra has given her in 
his latest novel of the same name. 

The book is getting a terrific plug 
from the radio, movies, posters, 
handbills and dailies, and the popu- 
lar song of the streets is a parody 
of the book, which is supposed to be 
an expose of what New York show 
girls do in their spare moments.

Three Pinched Gals 


Invoke Post Ruling 


NEW YORK, June 18—The Post 
amendment to the Wales law governing 
indecent performances has been invoked 
for the first time. Three girl dancers, 
Gene Arnold, Elsie Rodells and Patsy 
Stewart, who were arrested in a Lillian 
Bradley show last month in Brooklyn, 
have appealed to Supreme Court Justice 
Selah B. Strong for their release. They 
ask for a dismissal on the ground that 
they were arrested on charges of giving 
an indecent performance, whereas the 
Post amendment exempts from arrest 
actors, stagehands, musicians, attend- 
ants and the audience at an indecent 
performance Justice Strong took their 
appeal under consideration. 


The three girls were arrested along 
with two men and Lillian Bradley for 
putting on an indecent show at an 
American Legion affair. They were held 
on bail for Special Sessions in Queens. 
The girls then appealed to the Supreme 
Court, altho Miss Bradley's case is still 
scheduled for Special Sessions next 
month. t 

An odd angle to the situation is the 
fact that the Post amendment to the 
Wales law, passed more than a year ago, 
was originally intended to protect actors 
in legit shows raided by the police. How- 
ever, since it was passed, the law has 
not been invoked in legit. 


In the recent raids on local burlesque 
houses the police pinched the theater 
owners and managers, but did not bother 
with the performers, who where auto- 
matically protected by the Post. amend- 
ment. It is pointed out, however, that, 
altho performers can no longer be ar- 
rested for giving indecent performances, 
they can be pinched as accessories when 
the producer or manager comes up on 
court charges. 


Unemployed Actors 
Stage Benefit Show 


CHICAGO, June 18.—A group of un- 
employed vaudeville performers staged 
a benefit show Sunday night in Vorwaerts 
Turner Hall and attracted an audience 
of about 400 at 50 cents a head. 

Eleven acts took part in the program. 
They were Moe Lee, master of ceremonies; 
Sandy Lyle, juggler; Ferdie Twins, “Stars 
of the Future”; Ted Davis, mimic; Earl 
Smith, radio entertainer; Book Sisters, 
singing and dancing; Mons Herbert, mu- 
sical waiter; Walmsley and Keating, com- 
edy chatter; Robert Robinson and Com- 
pany, flash act; Foley and Lee, “Almost 
Acrobats”; Billy DeWitt, midget, singing, 
talking and dancing, and Roy Francis and 
Company, novelty comedy act. 


B. & K. Playing Tripoli Trio 


CHICAGO, June 18.—The Tripoli Trio, 
for the last several years in vaudeville 
and of late popular on WCFL, are now 
playing Balaban & Katz neighborhood 
houses, booked thru Tommy Sacco. These 
boys, who have a singing and instru- 
mental act, interspersed with comedy. 
have been built up thru their radio work 
to the point where they are a heavy 
drawing card in the neighborhoods. 
Among the B. & K. houses into which 
they are booked are the Norshore, Gate- 
way, Northtown, Congress and Belmont. 


Summer Shakespearean Festival 


LONDON, June 8.—-The Summer Fes- 
tival, at the New Shakespeare Memorial 
Theater at Stratford-on-Avon, opens 
June 27 and will run right thru the 
summer till September 10. Eight sepa- 
rate Shakespearean plays will be staged 
during the festival. 


Aylesworth 
Annoys Films 


Picture interests take ex- 
ception to statement that 
movie bankruptcy is near 


NEW YORK, June 18.—M. H. Ayles- 
werth’s statement Monday in Hollywood 
that the picture industry faces bank- 
ruptcy within 90 days unless drastic 
economy measures are introduced has 
the entire industry talking and taking 
sides. Generally, opinion within amuse- 
ment circles seems to be that Ayles- 
worth’s speech was untimely and too 
pessimistic. The daily press, on the other 
hand, played it up with front-page 
stories and editorials and generally ap- 
proved Aylesworth’s brutal frankness, 
agreeing especially with his statement 
that stars and executives are grabbing 
“ridiculously large salaries.” 


Aylesworth said that the first company 
that sacrifices its pride and applies for 
receivership will find every other major 
studio following. He said financiers are 
refusing to continue supplying funds to 
the producers and that the drastic 
economy measures necessary to keep the 
companies solvent have not yet been 
figured out.» Aylesworth urged receiver- 
ships for film companies so that high- 
salary contracts with stars and executives 
could be repudiated. 

He pojnted out that ‘theater attendance 
has fallen from 10,000,000 a day in 1928 
to 6,906,006 a day the first four months 
this year. He also took a wallop at pro- 
ducer-owned theaters (his own com- 
pany’s houses) and said there Was too 
much overhead and too little real co- 
operation among companies. 


Aylesworth also urged the radio as a 
means of advertising pictures and said 
there was no present demand for tele- 
vision, but predicted that when it comes 
motion pictures will be the first thing 
broadcast. He is now on the Coast look- 
ing over RKO’s picture and theater ‘n- 
terests on his first inspection tour west 
since he became president of RKO in 
addition to heading NBC. 

His talk is a blow to film salesmen, 
who are getting ready to sell next sea- 
son’s product, and also to the producers 
who have to attract new dcugh for next 
season’s schedule. 


Texas Bombers Busy; Get 
Three Houses Over Week-End 


DALLAS, June 18.—A reign of terror 
by bombers in the de luxe theaters of 
the Publix organization existed over the 
last week-end in Texas. Last Saturday 
night a bomb was placed under a seat in 
the Palace Theater here, injuring 12 
persons. Franco Autori, assistant con- 
ductor of the Chicago Civic Opera Com- 
pany, who is now in Dallas on business, 
was among the injured. This is the 
second time the Palace has been bombed 
within the last three weeks. 

Similar bombings occurred over the 
same week-end in Publix Worth Theater 
in Ft. Worth and a Publix theater in 
Waco. A few weeks ago houses in 
Houston and San Antonio were bombed. 
A Publix official admitted that labor 
troubles had been encountered in San 
Antonio theaters, now operating with 
non-union labor. 


Met Demands Stagehands Cut 


NEW YORK, June 18—The Metro- 
politan Opera: House has formally asked 
its stagehands to take a 15 per cent wage 
cut for next season, which move is 
presaged by many to mean that the legit 
managers will follow this lead by 
demanding that local IATSE reduce its 
rate for all attractions In New York. 
That the stagehands will accede to the 
Met’s demands is deemed unlikely by the 
trade, even in view of the fact that 
during the recent annual convention 
many speakers urged the IATSE mem- 
bers to accept work at any price within 
reason. However, no resolution to this 
effect was passed at the convention and 
any changes in the minimum contract 
affecting the New York stagehands must 
be held in abeyance pending their meet- 
ing June 26. 

Up to the present time, however, the 
union officials declare that no other 
petition has been forthcoming for a 
reduction. 


ox. Warner, Loew 
VacationsUnchanged 


NEW YORK, June 20.—Altho the usual 
vacations with pay had originally been 
called off as part of the economy drive, 
President Sidney Kent of Fox ordered 
vacations for all employees to go thru 
as usua] this year. Kent figured thai 
the morale of the Fox outfit was so low, 
due to the recent letouts and salary cuts, 
that vacations were badly needed to perk 
up the employees a bit. Kent left for 
the Coast last week and won't be back 
until August 1. 

Reports that Warner had wiped out 
vacations this year were denied at the 
home office, Warner employees being 
slated for the usual vacation with pay. 
The same situation, more or less, as at 
Fox, applied with Warner. The Skouras 
Brothers, on the other hand, are not 
giving vacations to their office help, 
altho house managers and their staffs 
can take two weeks without pay. 

Loew is giving out the usual two weeks 
with pay this year, while RKO is hand- 
ing out one week with pay instead of the 
usual two. The Publix employees are 
worse off than any of the circuit outfits, 
They take two-week layoffs without pay 
and then work two weeks also without 
pay this summer. That gives them a 
four-week stretch with no dough coming 
in. 


Indie Exhibs Hit 
By La. Lawmakers 


NEW ORLEANS, June 18.—State Legis- 
lature this week received reports from 
its committees affecting various phases 
of show business. The committees 
recommended a bill increasing the pen- 
alties on stench bombing, which lately 
has been used as a means of terrorizing 
theater managers by competing unions. 

A bill, introduced by William Weber, 
former union man, requiring all oper- 
ators in towns over 10,000 to be licensed 
by the State after an examination, was 
passed in the committee over the pro- 
tests of the independent exhibitors who 
protested that the bill would virtually 
compel them to use union labor. The 
exhibitors, however, succeeded in adding 
an amendment which permits all oper- 
ators of at least five years’ experience 
to be automatically licensed. It Is 
thought that this bill will not be passed 
by the Senate. 

A bill introduced at the behest of the 
independent exhibitors, which would 
have made it a misdemeanor for 
exchanges, producers, theater circuits, 
etc., to indulge in exclusive picture 
runs, block booking or zoning, was de- 
feated by the committee and will not 
reach the Senate. Bill if it had been 
passed by the committee was considered 
illegal by many people. 


Plan To Tax Night Clubs 
To Benefit N. O. Hospital 


NEW ORLEANS, June i8.—The House 
Ways and Means Committee at Baton 
Rouge reported favorably a bill by Repre- 
sentatives Peter A. Hand and Edmund G, 
Burke, of New Orleans, to provide a tax 
of 20 per cent on the gross receipts of 
night clubs for the benefit of the Charity 
Hospital, New Orleans. 

The bill would levy a tax of 20 per cent 
on the receipts of all night clubs, res- 
taurants, roadhouses or other places 
where dancing or similar entertainment 
is given. As it is an administration bill. 
there is no doubt of its final passage. 

The bill by Representative E. A. Martin, 
of Lafayette Parish, to levy a tax of 20 
per cent on amusements for the benefit 
of the State school funds was given a 
unanimously unfavorable repe~t by the 
House committee on educatic .. 


$25,000 Bond Clause 
Repealed at Spokane 


SPOKANE, Wash., June i8.—The City 
Commissioners have instructed Corpora- 
tion Counsel James M. Geraghty to draw 
up a repeal of the $25,000 bond clause in 
the circus and carnival ordinance passed 
last year. 

Harper Joy, president of the local Top 
of the Circus Fans’ Assgciation, with five 
others, E. M. Ehrhardt, Guy Toombes, 
James M. Doyle, Joe Rupley and Harry F. 
Goetz, appeared at the council meeting 
and asked repeal on the ground it was 
keeping circuses away.

OW swiftly the show business scene 

changes! It seems like yesterday 

that we were battling with type- 
writer ribbon for a wider field of ac- 
tivity for the theater manager. The big 
circuits were going haywire in their ef- 
forts to put theaters on a chain-store 
basis. Managers who had formerly 
actually run their houses were being de- 
prived of every responsibility save those 
directly concerned with the supervision 
of the physical upkeep of the theater 
property. Even in this angle there was a 
tenden to limit their responsibility 
and field of action. The theaters of 
the country were beginning to be oper- 
ated by button pushers in home offices 
with about as much of an idea of local 
situations and problems as a Hollywood 
script writer’s knowledge of life among 
newspaper men and circus folk. 

The ridiculously Gargantuan theater- 
operating organizations built up by 
greedy film producers started to collapse 
at last; weighted down as they were 
with self-deceptive overheads, petty 
politics as between Coast and home- 
office yes men and incompetent relatives 
of the Holy Holies holding down jobs 
created solely as an excuse to put them 
on the payrolls. One by one the cir- 
cuits that really had no right in the 
exhibition field turned back houses to 
their original indie operators and other 
indie groups. The _ stoogified circuit 
managers, many of them still remember- 
ing vividly the days when they were 
more than glorified janitors, were either 
dropped or permitted to remain with 
the new operators after taking an 
avalanche of cuts and accompanying in- 
dignities. The plaées vacated by the 
circuit-type managers were filled in most 
cases by men who as a class are jacks 
of all petty trades; masters of none. 

. 


Walk into one of the theaters dropped 
by the major circuits and now in the 
hands of an tndie. Meet the manager, 
talk to him about his duties and use 
your own eyes to observe how they are 
being carried out. Here is what you will 
find, and call us a myopic liar if we're 
wrong: 

A man who is a better cut-out maker 
than a showman. He lays off tieups that 
would bring monéy into his box office 
because his bosses have instructed him 
to devote his time to “more important 
matters.” He would like to digest all 
the box-office ideas presented to him in 
the trade papers and in the house or- 
gans of the big circuits, but his type of 
mentality can’t stand the strain. Rather 
than incur the displeasure of his su- 
periors he removes every possible mani- 
festation of real service from the house; 
cuts down on ushers to the extent that 
his house is back, from this phase, in 
the era before Roxy; switches off his 
street lights at a ridiculously early hour; 
Substitutes “flesh” entertainment with 
song-plugging organists who wouldn't 
last a day with the Salvation Army and 
would probably get better sustenance 
with the latter, and among a hundred 
other atrocities hasn’t got the spine to 
demand a living wage for himself and 
his subordinates. 

This is a composite picture of the 
Situation in most neighborhood theaters 
today. This is the reason that men who 
know what is going on behind the 
scenes will not dignify by an answer the 
darnfoo] question: “What’s wrong with 
theater business?”

ARRY ARTHUR, who sat on the 
Griver’s seat for Fox until he 1n- 
vaded New England with his own 
circuit, sends from New Haven the fol- 
lowing cheerful paragraph: 

“My circuit is doing as well as can be 
expected under present conditions. I am 
most hopeful for the future; in fact, am 
very optimistic.

“Man Who Reclaimed Head” 
Seen in Philly Tryout 


PHILADELPHIA, June 18—To judge 
from the enthusiasm of a first-night 
audience which sat thru until close to 
midnight on the stickiest night of the 
year so far, Arthur Hammerstein and L. 
Lawrence Weber have a potential hit on 
their hands in The Man Who Reclaimed 
His Head. 


Opening Thursday night at the Gar- 
rick, this play by Jean Bart filled all 
requirements for novelty of production. 
With the aid of a revolving stage, it pre- 
sents something like 18 scenes in and 
about Paris in the period of 1911-15. 
There is a cast of more than 50, and the 
production is as heavy and as opulent as 
that of a big musical comedy. 


Critics in town differed as to the 
worth of the plot, but all combined in 
praising Claude Rains’ performance in 
the leading part. Rains has the role of 
@ grotesque-appearing man pf great 
brain power who from his very appear- 
ance has been forced out of the world. 
He fears ridicule and he hasn’t the 
courage to expound his eloquent social- 
istic theories. Imstead of being the 
leader he should be he rusticates in a 
quiet Paris suburb with his pretty 
peasant wife and ekes out a living as a 
hack journalist. An ambitious politician 
—with the’ front that the expert lacks— 
seeks him out and hires his brain. The 
hero of the story becomes a super ghost 
writer and guides the politician to a 
leading place, even tho he despises the 
politician and the game he’s playing. 
The ironical twist is that the politician 
turns on his Frankenstein and seduces 
the wife. There is a melodramatic cli- 
max in which the hero quite literally 
“reclaims” his head. Jean Arthur does a 
good piece of work as the wife, and 
Ernest Glendenning is seen to advantage 
as the politician. 


Scenes of a war-time French railroad 
station, of the plaza in front of the 
Chamber of Deputies on the eve of the 
World War and a scene of a Parisian 
street fair won the particular approval 
of the audience, while at the end of the 
play Rains was given one of the most 
vociferous ovations granted any player 
here this season. 

At present the play is much too long, 
and in some of its episodes too slow. 
However, drastic work is being done 
on it this week. It will probably close 
after this Philadelphia tryout and start 
on Broadway in the fall. 


League Drops Petition Idea 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Altho Equity 
had been expecting to receive a petition 
signed by 20 members asking for a spe- 
cial meeting to vote upon the question 
of Sunday shows, it has learned that 
the League of New York Theaters, which 
declared it would make a special effort 
to obtain this petition, has dropped the 
matter. 


Dr. Henry Moskowitz, head of the 
League, declared that while the members 
of the League hope the attitude of 
Equity toward Sunday shows will be 
favorable, they believe that all efforts 
to secure consideration of the matter by 
Equity should come from the actors 
themselves. 


Cantor Puts Up Dough 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Eddie Cantor 
and Ben Holzman were ordered to put 
up 500,000 tucks if they want to keep 
impounded $1,000,000 of stock owned by 
the defendants in Cantor’s suit against 
the Goldman Sachs Trading Corporation, 
in which he charges that certain indi- 
viduals in the corporation recklessly 
squandered the assets, thereby causing 
Cantor to lose plenty of dough. Cantor 
wants these same individuals to explain 
how come all that dough was lost and 
incidentally to see if he can rescue some 
of it from the bankers. 

The case is being tried in Wilmington, 
Del., in which State Goldman Sachs is 
incorporated. 


CBS Signs Piano Duo 


NEW YORK, June 20. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System has signed Peggy 
Keenan and Sandra Phillips, red-headed 
piano duo, whose “Piano Pictures” have 
been a country-wide program over the 
CBS chain since January 5. The pianists 
will be a regular sustaining feature, and 
beginning July 12 they will be on each 
Tuesday and Friday afternoon. 


Fassnacht Sues on Fire Loss 


» KNOXVILLE, Tenn., June 20.—Georg 
Fassnacht Sr., head of the Freiburg Pas- 
sion Players, filed suit Friday for $5,000 
damages against Allied Lines, Inc., and 
Edlen Transfer and Storage Company. 
Fassnacht says his equipment, valued at 
$25,000, was being hauled under agree- 
ment with the Allied Van Lines, Inc., 
and Edlen Transfer and Storage Com- 
pany from Knoxville to Johnson City, 
Tenn., March 25, when fire broke 
out in one of the vans and damaged 
the equipment.

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Tentative Plans Formulated 


For Huge RKO Vaude Revival 


Include possible six-week trial resumption of vaude in 
practically all of circuit’s houses capable of playing 
“flesh” —break-in string due when and if 


NEW YORK, June 20.—Tentative plans for RKO’s next vaude season include 
@ six-week-trial resumption of vaude in practically all of the circuit’s houses 
physically capable of playing stage shows. Behind this scheme is the reported under- 
standing between Martin Beck, managing director of RKO vaudeville, and Harold 
B. Franklin, president of the circuit, that vaude has not been given a fair break 
by RKO since the tri-lettered monogram supplanted the Keith-Albee trademark. 
They intend to put the choice of entertainment squarely up to the public itself, 


with Beck firmly convinced that a com- 
bination of good vaude and pictures will 
win out over straight film fare. 

Beck’s unwillingness to release news on 
anything except a definite plan is hold- 
ing back the details of this proposed 
monster revival. It is estimated that the 
circuit could start with at least 150 weeks 
in September and, if conditions war- 
rant, could build to over 200 by Christ- 
mas. 

One feature of RKO’s wholesale return 
to the type of entertainment the circuit 
was built upon is a string of break-in 
houses in this territory of from 10 to 
15 weeks. Work on this has already be- 
gun. Ray Hodgdon will shortly leave on 
a scouting trip for both indie and RKO 
theaters that are vaude break-in possi- 
bilities—and it is said that the operating 
department has taken down the bars 
against the booking office putting vaude 
into an inaie house which has a straight- 
picture RKO theater as competition. 

One of Beck’s chief points of criticism 
against RKO’s vaude as it now stands and 
is played in the circuit’s theaters is the 
lack of new faces. He also realized that 
lack of break-in time, not only in RKO’s 
theaters, but those of the other circuits 
as well, has brought this deplorable con- 
dition about. He has made no bones 
about the fact that the desire for new 
faces was his chief reason for going to 
Europe, altho he denies reports that he 
will import foreign acts in wholesale 
quantities. 

In the past four years, vaude has not 
been given much consideration by RKO 
because of the difference of opinion be- 
tween the operating and booking office 
factions. The former, under Joseph 
Plunkett, had been almost entirely pic- 
ture-minded and looked upon stage shows 
as nothing more than a necessary evil, 
while the latter fought for a better break 
for vaude.

NEW YORK, June 20.—Martin Beck is 
expected to issue a ruling this week to 
members of the booking and operating 
departments not to contract a costly 
stage attraction without his seeing it 
first. The lIukewarm showing of the 
Loew-produced Rio Rita, which RKO has 
booked for 1414 weeks, is the cause. 

Rio Rita will open for RKO in two 
weeks at the Albee, Brooklyn. Beck saw 
the presentation last Thursday (open- 
ing) night at the Capitol and later said 
changes in the cast would be necessary. 
The condensed version of the Ziegfeld 
musical hes about 45 weeks booked be- 
tween all of the major circuits.

That day is usually the weakest 
one of the week and is attributed to the 
opposition from de luxe house openings. 

The plan to which Godfrey leans most 
favorably is to book a “guest star” for 
the one day, an unusual “name” which 
will mean something to the box office.

Godfrey also considered ‘a Friday open- 
ing day for the Palace, but this is fig- 
ured as being not feasible. Not so much 
from the angle of a conflict with the 
Saturday opening day of circuit theaters, 
but because of the probability that if 
the Palace went Friday the de luxers 
might make their opening days earlier. 

This week, for the first time in a long 
period, the Palace went from the red 
into the black. A break in the weather 
was given as the reason for the improve- 
ment of business, with Ben Bernie and 
his band helping further. 


Pitkin, Brooklyn, Drops Vaude 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Loew’s Pitkin, 
Brooklyn, will drop its vaude for the 
summer after this week and go into a 
straight picture policy. This will reduce 
the circuit’s “flesh” time to 10 weeks. 


Brown, Zohbel May Get Ax 
As F raiiilin Pushes Economy 


NEW YORK, June 18.—By August 15 
at the latest the ax is slated to descend 
on a number of RKO executives in an 
effort by Harold B. Franklin, president of 
Keith-Albee-Orpheum and Orpheum cir- 
cuits, to complete the $3,500,000 econ- 
omy drive he mapped out about two 
and a half months ago. There is still 
$900,000 to be taken care of, and prac- 
tically the only field left for Franklin 
to reach into in order to effect this sav- 
ing is the salary list of the high-priced 
executives. 

Already Charles J. Freeman. former 
head of the RKO vaude booking floor, 
has been removed from the compafiy’s 
payroll, accounting for a saving of $30,- 
000 a year. This was done after he 
turned down the circuit’s offer to join 
Radio Pictures as a talent scout. His 
salary was carried along for several 
months, altho he did not hold a con- 
tract. 


It is reported that the jobs of Hiram 
S. Brown and Herman Zohbel are hang- 
ing in the balance. Brown, until the re- 
organization of RKO in April, was presi- 
dent of the circuit, but in the revamp- 
ing job was succeeded by Merlin H. 
Aylesworth and kept on as adviser to the 
new president. Zohbel is treasurer of 
the organization. The only way Brown 
and Zohbel can be removed from the 
circuit is by Franklin to propose the 
move to the board of directors, of which 
both are members. 


This week Franklin announced that 
he has already completed economies to 
the extent of $2,600,000, which includes 
the abolition of departments, shaving of 
other departments to skeleton crews, re- 
moval of vaude from theaters and the 
saving on the salary of Joseph Plunkett, 
who will drop out July 9. 


Battle Over 
Frolic Money | 


Dissension on actor-club 
shares settled—show may 
go into Fox, Brooklyn | 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Dissension be- 
tween the actor and layman factions of 
the Friars Club, hinging on the “Frolic’s” 
two-week engagement at the Roxy, was 
amicably settled this week after a series | 
of meetings of the principals of the 
show. The matter of money played the 
biggest part in the temporary split, the 
actors on one side squawking they were 
not getting enough, while the laymen 
of the club felt that the organization 
should get more than the 10 per cent of 
the “Frolic” share of the Roxy’s gross, 
2214 per cent. 

Harry Hershfield, secretary of the 
Friars and in the “Frolic,” said today 
that the matter had been entirely 
cleared up to the satisfaction of both 
sides. According to him, the cast got 
more than it contracted for, splitting up 
a bonus after the club proper received 
its share. 

The “Frolic” share of the Roxy gross 
for the week, which ended Thursday 
night, was close to $12,000, the club get- 
ting $1,200. Original impression of the 
terms were that the club was to receive 
all left of the “Frolic” share after mem- 
bers of the cast received their percen- 
tages. This is believed to have been 
changed when the split occurred early 
in the week and during the subsequent 
meetings of the cast. 

Hershfield, who is a member of the 
Friars’ Board of Governors, emphatically 
denied that this body had passed a rul- 
ing forbidding the “Frolic” from using 
the Friar name after the termination of 
the Roxy engagement, which may go to 
a third week. Following the Roxy, the 
“Frolic” may go into the Fox, Brooklyn, 
on the same percentage basis. Offers 
have also been received,from other the- 
aters. 

Only one change in the cast took place 
as a result of the dissension, with Lester 
Allen replacing Joe Frisco yesterday. 
From what could be gathered from mem- 
bers of the cast, Frisco was the chief 
troublemaker. 

A bonus of a little more than $1,000 is 
to be split among the cast in percent- 
ages, Hershfield referring to this as the 
actors’ share above the contracted 
amount. He added that a good many of 
the cast will donate their parts of this 
to the club. 

Gross of the Roxy for the first week 
of the “Frolic” was slightly above $50,- 
000, which compares with the $30,000 
average grosses of the de luxer for the 
past number of months. 


Newark Labor Grief 
May Oust All “Flesh” 


NEWARK, N. J., June 18.—By July 2 
this city may be devoid of “flesh” en- 
tertainment as a result of a summer 
pooling deal between operators in an 
effort to battle the musicians’ union. On 
that day the State, Proctor’s and Para- 
mount, operated respectively by Loew, 
RKO and Skouras-Adams, are slated to 
drop their vaude and go into straight 
picture policies. 

The Skouras and Adams Brothers, 
owning the Paramount, are taking the 
initiative on this move, angling for the 
other circuits to side with them. Musi- 
cians’ local here was unwilling to change 
pit crews or reduce the number of men, 
going so far as to insist that Warner's 
Branford, out of “flesh” except for play- 
ing an occasional radio act, retain its 
pit crew in accordance with a contract. 

Three other “flesh” spots here are al- 
ready dark for the summer. They are 
the Empire, burlesque house, and the 
Broad Street and Shubert, legit theaters. 
It is likely that all these houses will re- 
sume with stage shows in the fall. 
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$100,000 Is 
NVA Necessity 


Drive figured at $225,000 
—will keep clubhouse if 
possible—may rent same 


NEW YORK, June 18.—The NVA, if 
finding the money to operate, will con- 
tinue to be housed in the West 46th 
street clubhouse. The 229 W. 46th Street, 
Inc., a subsidiary of the NVA Fund, last 
week took up the option for another 21 
years’ lease of the ground-®and the NVA 
sent a short notice to all of its members 
telling them not to trust in the rumors 
that the clubhouse would close and ad- 
vertising the summer rates in the hotel 
portion. 

Only possible manner for both the 
charitable and social sides of the NVA to 
continue functioning for another year 
is for the five major circuits to make up 
the deficit arising from the last drive. 
Altho no official figures have been re- 
leased, the gross was not more than 
$225,000. At least another $100,000 is 
necessary to keep the clubhouse, its 
weekly charity relief and doles and the 
Saranac Lake Sanatorium going at the 
rate they are now. 


A meeting of the NVA FPund’s board 
of directors is scheduled to take place 
next Wednesday (June 22), at which the 
election of new officers and a probable 
decision anent the NVA’s future will take 
place. Sam Katz. the Fund’s present 
president, will arrive back by that time 
trom the Coast to attend. The release of 
the NVA Drive figures has been awaiting 
his return. 

The probability of the NVA Fund leas- 
ing the clubhouse to outside interests, if 
it can find a taker, is now stronger than 
ever. The members of the club, led by 
Henry Chesterfield, secretary, are in favor 
of removal to smaller and cheaper 
quarters. 


Nell Kelly Returning 


LONDON, June 8.—Nell Kelly, Broad- 
way’s red-headed madcap comedienne, 
who has been a genuine hit on her first 
appearance in vaudeville over here, sails 
this week for New York. She played 
two weeks at the London Palladium and 
one week at Holborn Empire and had to 
lay off for a fourth week owing to throat 
trouble.

Decides 10 Cases 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Of 10 cases up 
for arbitration by the Artists’ Represen- 
tatives Association Thursday, NBC's ar- 
tist bureau lost two to RKO agents. 
These concerned Baby Rose Marie and 
Irene Bordoni. When the Weber-Simon 
Office complained that Baby Rose Marie 
was being submitted to RKO by NBC, 
the board decided that the RKO agency 
was to handle the act and receive all 
commissions. In the case of Miss Bor- 
doni, Charles Morrison squawked that 
NBC claimed all commisisons on RKO 
bookings.

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Roxy Summer Plans 


As Yet Unsettled 


NEW YORK, June 18.—With the re- 
ceivership extended by court an addi- 
tional six months, the Roxy is now 
wrestling with the problem of summer 
policy. At this writing Harry Kosch, 
receiver, is knee deep in conferences to 
determine whether the big house should 
be closed down for a short period in 
July or not. It has not yet been de- 
cided either way, altho Kosch is con- 
sidering closing the house July 1 for a 
couple of weeks. 

The breathing spell of the close down 
would be used to trim down the staff by 
10 to 15 per cent and line up a schedule 
of stage shows and pictures for the rest 
of the summer. The house now employs 
300 people, altho Kosch says the trim- 
ming will not hit the more important 
executives. 

The current picture and the Friars’ 
Frolic will be held over, but after June 
30 there are no shows definitely set. 
The house is still on a week-to-week 
basis and negotiations are now on with 
the unions for better terms. The musi- 
cians’ contract expired Thursday. 

The house pulled out of the red last 
week, credit going to the Frolic. It 
grossed around $55,000, the operating 
nut having cut down to $40,214. Kosch 
is attempting cut the nut even lower 
and jack up the grosses to $50,000 or 
$60,000 a week. At the receiver’s report 
submitted to Federal Judge Caffey last 
week, it was revealed that the house 
lost $60,697 during the receivership peri- 
od, May 18 to June 9, and that it would 
cost $6,000 to $7,000 a week to close the 
theater. 


Mayfair Gives Palace 
Week of Opposition 


NEW YORK, June 18—The Palace, 
starting yesterday, began to get its 
stiffest competition from the Mayfair, 
RKO’'s straight picture house on the 
opposite corner of 47th street. Close to 
$6,000 worth of animated papier-mache 
animals on the marquee, banners and 
foliage, ballyhooing Bring ’Em Back 
Alive, caused crowds to collect and 
record first-day business for the Mayfair. 

The vaude house got a good part of 
the overflow from the picture theater 
esterday afternoon, with standees in 
he Palace after noon. 


Balto Battle Settled

Was in Flower 
By BARNEY FAGAN 


HE Three B’s (Bly Sweatman, Billy 

Rice and Barney Fagan) Minstrel 

Company was organized by me in 
June, 1886, which was 25 years prior to 
the appearance of the George Evans 
Honey Boy Minstrels (Cohan & Harris 
Company). 

We started the season at Albany, N. Y., 
about July 4, 1886, with 110 members. 
Our Official staff was headed by John W. 
Warner, distinguished, high-class repre- 
sentative of leading British stars in the 
United States, and in a similar capacity 
frequently with the foremost American 
stars. He was the press agent who, 10 
days in advance, would acquaint the 
public with the company’s movements 
and supply them with interesting narra- 
tives relative to S. R. and F. and their 
associates. This gave us a distinct ad- 
vantage over all rivals. Similar strategy 
was unheard of at that time in min- 
strelsy. 

Bill Foote, who had been Jack Haver- 
ly’s general manager, filled that office 
with us. George Clapman, a former 
Thatcher, Primrose & West manager, 
was Foote’s assistant, and Darwin W. 
Truss our treasurer. 

We presented as great an array of 
comedians as was connected with any 
company from the earliest days of the 
minstrels. Dating my practical experi- 
ence from 1865, I believe I should be 
credited with a fair knowledge of the 
subject. 


Galaxy of Stellar Names 


Billy Sweatman, Billy Rice, Frank 
Cushman; J. W. McAndrews, the “Water- 
melon Man”; Harry Armstrong, Harry 
Woodson and “Add” Ryman furnished 
the laughter for our patrons. Our vocal 
corps comprised a double octet of sing- 
ers, With Banks Winter as _ principal 
tenor, vocal director and cnange inter- 
locutor.

Not such a hot show. Spotting was 
bad and had Belle Blanche trying to 
hold down next-to-closing when she 
would have been better in deuce or trey 
spot. Furthermore, not enough women 
on the bill, 9 out of the 12 performers 
being males. Mel Klee did what he 
could as emsee to brighten up the works, 
but the layout was distinctly weak in 
deuce and fourth spot in particular. The 
Three Sailors, closing, were a life-saver 
and did much to cause the previous dull 
moments to be forgotten. The bill 
showed the results of summer budget 
trimming. 

Three Martells followed a mild over- 
ture by Milt Franklyn and his pit men. 
Two men and a girl specialize in fancy 
bike riding and manage to get away from 
the conventional. Unicycles, bicycles, 
old-fashioned high bikes and hoops are 
used in punchy stunts, climaxed by a 
waltz on high bikes by the men. 

Gleason and Allyn, mixed team, were 
no great shakes in deuce spot. Back- 
drop and costumes are good, but the 
routine moves slowly and lacks punch. 
The boy, in clown getup, is fair at the 
one-man-band idea, and the girl is 
blond and pretty besides being a spritely 
dancer. 

Mel Klee, who had been emseeing the 
bill, came on at this point to do his own 
act. He sold his stories and comments 
on timely topics with ease and had no 
trouble going over big. Brought on his 
son, Larry, who sang sweetly and 
heightened Klee’s intimate appeal. 


Belle Blanche had a tough spot in 
following Klee, but managed to get by 
nicely enough. She does a flock of 
impersonations of singing stars that are 
not bad, but neither are they strong 
There is a same-

that weakens her effectiveness. 


Three Sailors worked deliberately, 
piling up the laughs with their surefire 
and familiar bits.

Animals 
are fine specimens of Alaskan dogs. 
Their routine is limited, but what they 
do is well done. Received a nice hand 
at the finish. 

Loma Worth, in the deuce spot, 
showed her versatility in rendering 
selections on a number of standard mu- 
sical instruments, all fairly well done. 
Dancing, while playing instruments, and 
a little singing were thrown*’in. Why 
she wears that supposed-to-be comedy 
makeup on her entrance is a hard ques- 
tion.

Ryan and Noblette, mixed team, got 
some laughs with their patter and cross- 
fire talk, the fem member doing the 
comedy in mild comedy makeup. Got 
fairly good sendoff. 

Buster Shaver, with his two clever 
midgets, Olive and George Brasno, is 
too well known for much comment. The 
midgets are about the cleverest on the 
stage and render their work in a most 
finished manner. The new act consists 
of dances, songs and a short sketch. 
The finale dance with Shaver put them 
off to many bows. 

Brems, Fitz and Murphy Brothers, a 
quartet of boys that put on the first 
real comedy of the show, brought out 
hokum that got many laughs. Opening 
with three in straight and one in com- 
edy makeup, they sprinkled in some nice 
singing. One then went into police 
makeup and with the other three con- 
tinued the comedy and singing, which 
at the close had the audience in good 
humor for a fine hand and plenty of 
bows. 

Dave Gould’s Girls and Boys, 17 in 
number, presented a nice flash act for 
the finish of the bill.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Evening, June 18) 

If anybody’s been worrying about the insidious influence of film shorts at 
the Palace, feeling that cimema was encroaching on the one vaudeville temple 
left in the land, he needn’t worry any longer. The current layout of vaude 
runs precisely 2 hours and 15 minutes, approximately the same time as last 
week, but the film portion of the program is down to a flat 11 minutes. That’s 
even shorter than the newsreel before the Palace went grind. 

The current show has its socks, but it shapes up as a spotty layout, by no 
means as consistent entertainment as the last few weeks. What sock there is 
is segregated pretty completely in the last half, leaving the first portion to 
languish, and, incidentally, the first five acts took up just 57 minutes of the 
vaude running time, and the last five, including the sparse six minutes allotted 
to the Liazeed Arabs, ran more than an hour and a quarter. Also, incidentally, 
the practice of billing a specialty from the band turn as a separate act Still 
continues. It is a practice that gets the management nothing but the right 
to advertise 10 acts and very possibiy loses them a iot of customer peace-of- 
mind. This time it’s Ray Baird, from the Buddy Rogers turn, who gets the 
freak billing. 

FALLS, READING AND BOYCE come out after the newsreel is stowed away 
to present their pleasant seven minutes of hoofing. The trio, two lads and a 
gal, performs capably, and went off here to an exceptionally good hand for the 
lead-off frame. ; 

SCOOTER LOWRY, the youngster who used to be in Our Gang comedies 
on the screen, deuced with a terrific amount of assurance for a kid of his age 
and size. Tho his material is so bad that a far more mature performer could 
die very easily with it, the bantam put it across remarkably well. Without the 
movie trailer that he has previously used to introduce him, however, the tieup 
with Our Gang is too slight. It is extremely probable that many of the mob 
here figured he was a midget, so confident are his delivery and attitude. At 
least that’s what the customer sitting next to this reporter thought, 

THE ROXY THEATER ENSEMBLE, as excellent an all-singing act as vaude 
possesses, came on third to offer renditions of a Southern medley, some senti- 
mental tunes, Schnitzelbank, Je T’Adore and The Song of the Vagabonds. The 
ensemble boasts of some fine voices and the arrangements are grand. One lass 
sold Zoe in a splendid manner in the Southern medley. There are seven gals 
and five men. 

GEORGE BEATTY, in next frame, received a nice hand for his topical 
patter aNd songs. He is a gent who is making the most of the depression, his 
landlord number hitting home to the hearts of the audience, who gave it 
sincere applause. One of the features of the turn is the drunken sailor bit, 
which, in some of its moments, is rather reminiscent of Jim Barton. 

LILLIAN SHADE, who received a hand when her name was flashed on the 
enunciator, came on for just eight minutes of straight singing, aided by an 
unbilled accompanist, who swung into the spirit of the act as effectively as 
did she. Miss Shade sang an introductory medley, Minnie the Moocher, The 
Devil’s Holiday and Wuitin’ for the Robert E. Lee, the latter as a set ~ncore. 
She is an affected gal with what seems like an extremely affected delivery and 
a constant smile that causes both Miss Shade and some of the customers to 
show their teeth. She put her songs across, but she’s no Ethel Merman yet, 
at least not so far as this corner is concerned. 

BLOCK AND SULLY followed with a session of the Dumb Dora gagging 
that Burns and Allen have made famous. Some of the cracks are extremely 
funny and the duo work them for all they’re worth, with the customers chiming 
in heartily behind them. The turn closes with a dance that sends the pair off 
to an excellent hand. 

THE LIAZEED ARABS, with their whirlwind tumbling and sensational 
pyramiding, follow. Just why they are spotted here is a question. They go 
thru their routine in smart and amusing fashion and draw a betterf-than- 
average round of epplause from the mob. 

AL TRAHAN, in next-to-closing, wowed ‘em, as usual. This is his third 
week at the Palace in a very few months, and there’s a reason. It’s the same 
act he’s doing, with the same “Lady” Yukona Cameron helping out. The turn 
is a howl from start to finish. It must be, for it coaxed a couple of belly- 
wows from a reporter who’s seen it all twice before in a very short space of 
time. Trahan bowed off to a show-stop, with plenty to spare, and had to beg 
off when the lights flashed on for the next turn. The Palace must seem like 
home to him by this time. What with the grind policy, he even has to eat 
his meals there now. 

BUDDY ROGERS AND HIS CALIFORNIA CAVALIERS, featuring Raymond 
Baird, who just joined the outfit before the Palace engagement, closed. There 
are 16 men besides Rogers, and they present an excellent musical aggregation. 
Baird was spotted for one sensational saxophone solo, and most of the 
other lads had chances to distinguish themselves nut on the apron. One of the 
best received was Frank Perry, guitarist, who sang into the mike. Rogers him- 
self showed up as far better than he did in Herr Florenz Ziegfeld’s lamented 
Hot-Cha. For one thing, he sang into the mike here so the mob could hear 
him, a thing which wasn’t possible up on 54th street. And. quite generally, he 
failed to get into the customer’s hair, remaining in the background whenever 
anybody else was due to occupy the spotlight. The act was varied by some 
nance comedy on the part of the drummer, by what was really a biting and 
intelligent satire on Hollywood’s method of making a talkie, and by a sight-and- 
sound trailer that showed Buddy at work. At least it was a band act with 
some novelty, and it went over even with those who, at the start, had been 
determined to dislike the lad. It ended with a one-man band stunt by Rogers. 
He went off to a huge hand and what amounted to a show-stop. Also he got 
a basket of flowers.

E. F. Albee, Cincinnati 


(Reviewed Saiurday Afternoon, June 18) 


Fanchon & Marco’s Swiss Movements 
Idea occupies the Albee boards this week 
with an indefinitely better program than 
that offered by the same firm’s Manhat- 
tan Idea last week. And what makes it 
infinitely better is the work of Barto 
and Mann, comedy dancers, and the 
Iucky Boys, gay bunch of risiey workers, 
with a sense for comedy. Joseph Pope 
Jones also showed up well, with the rest 
of the layout just so-so. And, of course, 
there is the usual bevy of dancing 
honeys, the cute costumes and the pretty 
settings. First show business was way 
off, possibly due to the hot and threat- 
ening weather. On the screen Race- 
track, with Leo Carrillo. Jack Sprigg and 
his pit ensemble started the “flesh” 
movement with a nicely executed over- 
ture, but which could have been trimmed 
considerably as to running time. 


The opus opens with the girl ensem- 
ble, in gob attire and toting seabags, 
running thru a fast hoofing session, wita 
Bert Prival working in front with some 
neat stepping. The lad’s work sent the 
gang off to sound handclapping, 


Joseph Pope Jones, tenor, demonstrated 
a keen set of pipes on three numbers— 
Road to Mandalay, Without a Song and 
Chloe. Jones is endowed with a beauti- 
ful voice, and his selections are particu- 
larly suited to his style. Each number 
brcught sound handclapping, and he 
bowed to a prolonged hand. 

Billy Dooley enters here and indulges 
in some lame comedy with the aid of a 
straight man (one of the Lucky Boys). 
After a series of bewhiskered bon mots, 
straight warbles a few bars, and Dooley 
breaks into an acceptable bit of hoofing. 
Frances Lee comes on and resumes the 
weak crossfire with Dooley, after which 
Miss Lee sings The Cuckoo in the Clock, 
which winds up in a very pretty girl 
number, featuring Bert Prival in another 
acceptable piece of dance work. 

Billy Dooley and Frances Lee resume 
again with more comedy efforts, showing 
a woeful lack of punchy material, and 
wind up with some likable dancing. To 
permit Miss Lee to make a change, Doo- 
ley does a bit of rope spinning and gag- 
ging, a la Will Rogers, but not to the 
usual Rogers results. Snappier and more 
up-to-date dialog would boost this Dooley 
turn to where it would mean something. 
Dooley and Miss Lee wind up their special- 


ty with a bit of fair dancing, and bow toa 
fair hand. ° 

Barto and Mann, two males, bring the 
first real sock entertainment of the show. 
The elongated member and the halfpint 
partner open with individual hoofing ef. 
forts, both good, and then swing into a 
barrage of rough and tumble comedy stuff 
that had the Albee patrons rocking with 
joy. The baby bit had one blue spot, 
but even that drew a wealth of laughs. 
After the laugh-filled session of wrestling, 
acrobatics and tumbling the pair move 
into a fast double dance for a getaway. 
Took a great finish hand. 

The Lucky Boys, following another 
pretty girl number wrapped around the 
Two Hearts ditty, come on to give the 
show a corking closer with their sensa- 
tional risley work. The lads feature a 
grand line of risley stunts, and they 
make their work all the more enjoyable 
by injecting a good brand of comedy 
thruout. For a windup, the lad in the 
cradle catches one of the boys in a jump 
from a 20-foot-high perch.

The bill this week is extraordinary and 
a well-balanced variety program. All of 
the acts were good and scored heavily. 
The picture, Ann Harding in Westward 
Passage. 

The Six Avalons, three males and three 
females, do their turn in the ace spot 
and offer a routine of difficult tricks in 
acrobatics and rope walking. Tap dance 
on the rope by one of the male mem- 
bers received a big hand. Amazing feats 
by all members follow in rapid succes- 
sion, thereby living up to the advertising 
of “A Thrill a Second.” Good hand at 
the finish. 

Hal Nieman scored laughs aplenty with 
his grotesque tramp specialty. His war- 
bling of a traveling salesman was well 
received, as was his monolog, which 
garnered gobs of good giggles. He closes 
with a medley of parodies amid applause 
aplenty. 

Donnatella Brothers and Carmen, three 
collegiate-type males and their comely 
sister, appear in the trey spot. The act 
opens with the three brothers doing a 
musical turn with a pair of accordions 
and clarinet, which won the large 
afternoon audience right off the bat 
A tap dance offered by two of the 
brothers and Carmen scored heavily. 
A jazz number by the three broth- 
ers, with accordions and sax, nearly 
stopped the works. Mention should also 
be made of the contortion work done by 
Carmen, which received lots of mitt 
spanking. A neat nifty solo tap by one 
of the brothers, while the other two 
played the sax and accordion, stoppee 
the show. Plenty of bows, then a speech 
by Carmen, in which she introduced 
papa and mama. Pop tooted the 
shepherd’s horn, and mom played the 
tambourine like nobody’s business. The 
act closed amid vociferous hand hitting. 


Barry and Whitlege, mixed team, close 
the bill and offer a wise-cracking mu- 
sical turn which kept the customers in 
constant hilarious laughter for the dura- 
tion of their act.

Plenty 
of applause at the finish.

(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, June 18) 


All standard acts are on the State's 
boards this week, Martin and Martin, 
Delivery Boys; Gordon, Reed and King; 
Neville Fleeson, Joe Phillips and Frank 
and Milt Britton Band. With this line- 
up it’s bound to be a good show, espe- 
cially when the Brittons are on in the 
closing frame to land their usual hay- 
maker. Still the layout loses out a bit 
because of the abundance of singing and 
dancing in midportion—in fact, all thru 
the show—and it’s a relief when Phillips 
comes on in next-to-shut to bring in 
some gab comedy. Running time is 74 
minutes, and that’s fast. Screen has 
Greta Garbo in As You Desire Me. Busi- 
ness was fair at this first show opening 
day. 

Martin and Martin (mixed team) are 
okeh as the opener with their combo 
aerial and contortion act. They do nice 
stunting in smooth fashion and to good 
returns. 

Delivery Boys (Joe Schuster and John- 
ny Tucker) went over to a prolonged 
mitting. These radio fellows do an in- 
timate sort of turn, working nicely on 
the audience with their flock of im- 
pressions of radio stars. Their harmony 
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singing is good, but they give more 
attention to the impersonations. 

Gordon, Reed and King trey with their 
hoofing; comedy and music. These boys 
are as nifty a trio of hoofers as you 
could want, and their music and light 
comedy are there also. Still they could 
further their appeal by speeding up 
those comedy sessions. They fared swell. 

Neville Fleeson, with Helene Denizon, 
Francetta Malloy and Helene Travers, 
brings in a lot of class and entertain- 
ment. Here’s a rare flash, something 
that vaude doesn’t get often. Plenty of 
production in it and Fleeson and the 
three girls, especially the Misses Denizon 
and Malloy, work grandly. 

Joe Phillips was refreshing in the 
next-to-closing spot, because he’s the 
first and only gab comedian of the bill. 
The folks took to his nifties big, as did 
the bookers and agents in the mezzanine. 
He’s got a lot of blue stuff, but he 
draws the laughs by the way he handles 
it. Nice assist is given him by a comely 
girl, who besides straighting does song- 
dancing. 

Frank and Milt Britton’s Band, with 
Tito and Gene Gory, are surefire for 
closing a show. This is a riot of an act, 
with hoke piled on so thick as to keep 
auditors in stitches all the time. It’s 
all thrown together swell and each one 
of the band works great. They got a 
prolonged reception when they left, and 
Milt Britton pulled a curtain spiel for 
the getaway.

Palace, Chicago 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, June 18) 


A crackerjack bill this week headed by 
Duke Ellington and his orchestra, who 
are playing Randolph street for the third 
time within a year. With Duke here, a 
colored revue at one of the legitimate 
houses and the Mills Brothers up the 
street the Loop becomes more and more 
sepia-hued. 

Louis Mosconi and his dancers, two 
attractive misses, open the show with a 
soft-shoe dance. Louis then on for an 
eccentric tap, which earned him a hand. 
Girls follow for a series of high kicks 
to college medley. A novelty soft-shoe 
number by Louis and then a fast finale 
with entire company. Off to good hand. 

Charlie Melson and Miss Irmanette 
(Mrs. Melson) held deuce spot. Melson, 
who is an ex-m. c., opens with Roll On, 
Mississippi, Roll On, using a scenic effect 
for background and comedy effect. A 
few gags before bringing on Irmanette 
for a violin solo, revealing excellent 
technique. Her next number, in which 
she dances and does back bends while 
playing, aroused much applause. Charlie 
then shows his Screen Test and keeps 
up a rapid-fire conversation with him- 
self that had the audience laughing 
heartily. Exit to big hand. A hit. 

Charlie Hill and Llora Hoffman next. 
Hill opens the act at the piano with an 
interesting and entertaining line of 
comedy talk, showing how popular songs 
originate and are stolen sometimes from 
the classics and other times from older 
songs. Miss Hoffman comes on for some 
banter and their comedy business caused 
much merriment. Miss Hoffman sang 
two songs, When Day Is Done and You 
Made the Night Too Long. She has a 
beautiful voice. Had to make curtain 
speech and beg off. A smash hit. 

Duke Ellington and his orchestra (14) 
were the balance of the show, running 
48 minutes. The boys make an attrac- 
tive appearance attired in green trousers 
and white coats. Limehouse Blues was 
the first selection, done in noisy fash- 
ion, with the brasses on full force. 
Trees, done in fox-trot tempo, was the 
next number and sounded more like 
music. Some sweet trombone in this. 
The Four Step Brothers followed with a 
hot and fast impression of Hittin’ the 
Bottle. A precision tap was next and 
the boys proceeded to show their in- 
dividual talents in hooting. Some of the 
steps were quite difficult and their exit 
found the customers applauding heavily. 
A band number, Bugle Call Rag, went 
in heavy on the brasses again. When 
the orchestra plays low down and sweet 
it is worth while listening to, in the 
opinion of this reviewer, but when the 
cornets and trombones try to outdo each 
other it ceases to be music. Ivy Ander- 
son is introduced and puts over five 
numbers, All God's Children Crave 
Rhythm; Skid Scat, a number with the 
aid of the bass player done in primitive

Grand Opera House, N. Y.

Double features and four acts at 15 
and 25 cents brings the business to this 
indie house. Despite the hot weather, it 
packs them in consistently. Circuit op- 
erators who have sick neighborhood 
houses on their hands should study this 
house. It might teach them a thing cr 
two. At this show business was excel- 
lent, the pictures being The Famous Fer- 
guson Case and Explorers of the World. 
Vaude was weak, according to the usual 
standards, but the customers here are 
easy to please and went big for every- 
thing behind the footlights except the 
stagehands. 

Fannie Hurst, the novelist, was in the 
audience. She may have been around for 
Chelsea atmosphere. If she was, she got 
plenty of it. The audience was in an es- 
pecially rowdy and gay mood and was 
aroused in particular by the noisy acts 
of Chic Kennedy and J. Francis Dooley. 
When the pert Miss Kennedy invited 
the customers to sing with her, she did 
not realize what she was doing. The 
response was so vociferous that Miss 
Hurst, we suspect, will be nursing an 
earache for quite some time. 

Arizona Nights, four girls and two 
boys, was strictly a mild affair. Sur- 
rounded by synthetic cowboy-and-Indian 
atmosphere, the cast offered rope-spin- 
ning, music, singing, dancing and acro- 
batics. It had a few strong moments, 
but in general it’s a weak act, routined 
badly and running too long, 

Chic Kennedy did her satirical impres- 
sions of a Bowery moll, a woiking gol 
and the farmer’s daughter, and then en- 
cored with a community singing bit. Al- 
tho tedious in spots, she aroused good 
response here and closed to a heavy 
hand. 

J. Francis Dooley came out in a green 
suit and insisted that “Dooley’s the 
name” while he capered for the especial 
Gelight of the Irish. Anything green here 
can panic the house, and Dooley was no 
exception. Went big here. Mildred Ben. 
son, a swell looker and acrobatic dancer, 
and Joe Whitefield assisted. 

Dance Varieties, nine-people flash, has 
production but is weak on talent. Sing- 
ing and tap, toe and acro dancing, plus 
a bit of violining, make up the routine 
The boy tenor displayed a good voice, 
but the rest offer lukewarm specialties.

Coliseum, New York 
(Reviewed Wednesday Evening, June 15) 


Good show this half at the Coliseum, 
which is now under the managership of 
Harry Federman instead of K. K. Hansen. 
Five acts, including a “name,” Anna May 
Wong, but it was the other four acts 
who held up the show. The Chinese 
stage and screen star is not much enter- 
tainment for vaude, tho the palm-push- 
ers here treated her generously. The lay- 
out was run off in prescribed fashion, 2 
fast 65 minutes and enough variety to 
satisfy. Film was Scandal for Sale. To- 
night’s business was half a house, and 
that’s pretty bad for this stand. 

Modern Rhythm, brand-new flash fea- 
turing Kay Hamilton, did the opening 
honors okeh. A lot of rough spots yet, 
but fixing will help. Miss Hamilton is a 
neat blues singer. Not much support 
from the musical and harmony singing 
trio and hoofer.’ Latter, however, was 
handicapped when he hurt his leg in 
the first number. 

Herman Hyde, aided by Miss Mona, 
stepped on in the deucer to pep the show 
up in wow fashion. He, formerly of 
Hyde and Burrill, has a beaut of a hoke 
act, different and very funny. His work 
is A-1 and Miss Mona foils for him ablr. 
They screamed at the turn this show 
and palmed it for a near show-stop. 

Anna May Wong got generous applause 
coming and going, but her act was hardly

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Capitol, New York 

(Reviewed Thursday Evening, June 16) 

This is the third varlety of presenta- 
tion of Flo Ziegfeld’s musical comedy 
smash of 1927, Rio Rita. While the tab 
version does not even remotely compare 
with the legit and picture productions, 
the flash it contains, along with the 


w.-k. title, should carry it if Rio Rita 
audiences have not been exhausted by 
this time. 


The book, music and ensem- 


ble dances are intact, but the insincere 
manner in which the lines are handled 
drops the condensed version into its 
mediocre state. 

The original Rio Rita based its success 
on perfect production and excellent mu- 
sic, not paying much attention to how 
far the comedy, comparatively weak, 
went. The same was true of the Radio 
Picture production, altho Robert Woolsey 
and Bert Wheeler received more laughs 
in the latter than they did in the show 
which opened the Ziegfeld Theater. But 
in this miniature, the comedy is in its 
lowest Rio Rita state, with David Mallen 
and Earle Hampton doing Wheeler and 
Woolsey respectively, unable to carry the 
poor material. 

Vocally, the leads are handled very well 
by Kitty Carlisle, as Rita, and Allen 
Waterous, as Captain Jim. The latter 
has had experience in a string of musi- 
cals, his most recent effort being in Mil- 
ton Aborn’s Gilbert and Sullivan revivals. 
There is no record of Miss Carlisle in 
either legit or vaude. If they get their 
spoken lines up to an effective plane, on 
top of their good singing, they will make 
this show look 100 per cent better. It 
must be remembered, tho, that this 
marks the opening of the show, the cast 
getting their warmups in a rehearsal 
hall. In handling the lines Alberto 
Carillo was doing the best of all tonight 
as the villainous General Esteban. 

Sammy Lee, who staged the dances 
for the original, was engaged by Louis 
K. Sidney to put on the same routines 
for this presentation. His effective 
“Black and White” and “Moonlight Bal- 
let” numbers are included. The one 
other member of this show who was in 
the original is Caryl Bergman. A mem- 
ber of the chorus in the Ziegfeld pro- 
duction, here she has a speaking and 
singing part and does okeh in her brief 
times on the stage. 

What could have been one of the 
strongest features of this version, “Song 
of the Rangers,” was spoiled by mediocre 
production and lighting. Waterous and 
12 male vocalists, instead of getting a 
scenic and lighting dressing, are placed 
here in front of an outdoor olio to allow 
for a change of scenery in back. Poorly 
presented as it was, it received a good 
hand from the three-quarter house in 
attendance, 

While it will not be possible to adver- 
tise “an original cast,” Loew and the 
ether circuits which have booked it can 
Plug this as a nearly complete Rio Rita. 
It has five “full-stage” scenes and a like 
amount of apron bits—also a male hoof- 
ing team (Allen and Kent) and a mixed 
roping duo (Maidie and Ray), the like of 
which were not in Ziegfeld’s show. In 
following the ensemble in‘ both their 
routines, the hoofers, despite their talent, 
are extraneous in this miniature. 

If tonight was a barometer of what 
the Capitol will do this week with Rio 
Rita on the stage and Huddle (Ramon 
Novarro) on the screen, then it will have 
no more than a fair week’s business. 

The condensed Rita is running 91 
minutes. JOE SCHOENFELD. 


Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, June 17) 


Paul Whiteman, with the exception of 
a few minor changes, is putting on the 
same act here that he did at the Palace 
a few months ago for 49 minutes of solid 
entertainment. The running time of the 
show, however, is much longer normally, 


with the trimming taking place tonight 
to allow for the preview of a Paramount 
picture. This gave the three-quarter 
house two feature films along with the 
excellent stage show for their one ad- 
mission. 


Tomorrow (Saturday) will mark three 
bands in competition on Broadway, 
Whiteman at the Paramount, Buddy 
Rogers at the Palace, and Frank and 
Milt Britton at the State. The once 
corpulent baton wielder, pacing a high- 
geared musical and vocal aggregation, 
should walk away from the field on 
every angle except comedy, the Brittons 
specializing in this. Whiteman's salary 
here, $8,500, is $3,000 above what he 
received at the Palace and probably 
doubles or more the salaries of either 
the Rogers or Britton outfit. 


A terrific dose of strength, which one 
would think is unnecessary for White- 
man, was injected by the booking of 
Sylvia Froos in place of Mildred Bailey, 
who would not accept the salary offered 
her for the Publix weeks. The crowd 
tonight would not allow the personality- 
plus Miss Froos off the stage until she 
had sung four full numbers and a med- 
ley. The pint-sized warbler, who has 
proved a smash in every theater she has 
played, as well as over the radio, goaled 
them in this mammoth house, alternat- 
ing between the hidden and upright 
mikes. 


Jack Fulton, Red McKenzie and the 
Rhythm Boys also contributed vocal and 
musical socks, and Goldie, the hoofing- 
trumpeter-comedian, got a flock of 
laughs, especially when leading the crew 
thru the German band number. Ramona, 
a girl Whiteman discovered thru nu- 
merous auditions, does okeh on one of 
the three baby grands and with a hot 
song thru the mike. 

This is Whiteman’s first date in the 
Paramount in more than three years. His 
last appearance here was included in 56 
weeks for Publix at a salary ranging 
from $10,500 to $11,500. The difference 
between the past and present salaries 
marks only a sign of the times and is 
certainly not an intimation that he and 
his band have gone back. In fact, White- 
man today is doing the best act of his 
career. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Crawford’s organ 
concert this week is a medley of Rudy 
Vallee melodies. Thunder Below, star- 
ring Tallulah Bankhead, is on the screen. 
A picture of hers has yet to draw good 
business to the Paramount, but the 
Whiteman outfit may swing it this 
week.

Broad, Columbus, Reopened 


COLUMBUS, O., June 18.—The Loew’s 
and United Artists’ Broad Theater here 
Was reopened last night after having 
been closed but two weeks. 

Order to reopen the closed movie 
house, running for the last four years 
on a straight movie policy, was made 
thru W. A. Finney, Loew district man- 
ager. 

When closed the Broad was to remain 
dark at least thruout the summer and 
at the same time all flesh, musicians, 
stage shows and stagehands, outside of 
the union requirements, were dropped 
by the Ohio, other Loew house here. 

With the reopening order a slash in 
prices to more than meet opposition 
prices was announced, top on the Ohio 
being dropped from 50 to 35 cents with 
a balcony price of 25 cents at all times, 
while the Broad admissions were dropped 
from a top of 50 cents to a top of 25 
cents with a 15-cent balcony price. 

Other special hours prices for early 
afternoon renge as low as 1C cents for 
the new schedules. 

Manager for the Broad has not yet 
been annourced. However, it is quite 
unlikely that J. Everett Watson, man- 
ager of the Broad from the time it was 
taken over by Loew's until it closed re- 
cently, will be retained. Watson was 
laid off when the theater closed. 


Kansas Sunday Ruling Soon 


WICHITA, Kan. June 18—A _ show- 
down on Kansas Sunday movie fight is 
promised within a month, according to 
Judge George T. McDermott. The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals will rule 
on the appeal of Attorney-General 
Roland Boynton from a decision of Judge 
John Pollock in United States District 
Court granting a permanent injunction 
against interference with operation of 
Fox Midwest theaters on Sunday.

Entertainment is just so-so at this 
house, but it packed them in neverthe- 
less.

terous and all that. The Colonel added 
that Loew’s policy on “flesh” has not 
changed one whit since the late Marcus 
Loew was at the height of his power. 
Loew will continue to pursue .this self- 
Same policy of meeting present situa- 
tions rather than planning ahead and 
probably finding itself tangled up in a 
mess of contradictions and backbiting. 
The only circuit operating at a normal 
pace today will use any stage attraction 
next season that will bring money into 
its theaters. Colonel Schiller is of the 
belief that an operator need not worry 
about a box-office attraction not deliver- 
ing the goods from an amusement 
angle. Says he: “No attraction can con- 
sistently draw business if it does not 
entertain.” 

Loew, according to its vice-prexy, is 
dead agin’ mediocre presentations, cheap 
vaudeville and so-so films. If brought 
face to face with a situation whereby it 
can employ cheap vaudeville or none at 
all to possidly round out the program 
of a theater, Loew chooses to do with- 
out the vaudeville and give its patrons 
a bargain picture show. Save for a few 
minor deviations, Loew’s past perform- 
ances prove this to be the case.

HILE many of the best attractions 

in the business are laying off con- 

sistently, there are a handful that 
not only have been getting consistent 
time on a certain circuit but have been 
playing a regular route of return dates. 
We have carefully analyzed the compara- 
tive box-office strength of these favored 
attractions and our conclusion is that 
they not only fail to exceed the layoffs 
in this regard, but in Several instances 
are far less productive. Far be it from 
us to preach a doctrine of socialism in a 
business where men who contro] the 
destinies of circuits are fully entitled to 


a free display of their wills, but the 
man responsible for these favored book- 
ings is taking advantage of his power. 
He is undermining the good will of his 
circuit and unless a friendly reminder 
like this gets to him he will be sorry 
for his misinterpretation of the extent 
of loyalty he owes to friends. The reader 
who knows his show business should not 
have to resort to route lists to discover 
the circuit we are referring to, and even 
the man involved.

RED J. DEMPSEY, general secretary- 

treasurer of the International Al- 

liance, came right to the point in 
his opening talk to the assembled dele- 
gates of the stagehands’ group recently. 
We quote what strikes us as the most in- 
teresting portion of his message: 

“It is a matter of great importance 
that local unions settle their controversies 
without wasting time of the international 
officers. Theatrical and stage employees 
are faced today with critical conditions 
which call for and demand harmonious 
and co-operative action. We must ‘not 
threaten the existence of our organization 
with petty bickering and wrangling.” 

The Billboard correspondent assigned 
to cover the Columbus meeting added on 
his own, in the story that appeared in 
last week's issue: “Members were ad- 
vised to adjust their wages and hours to 
local conditions and assist the operator 
or manager in order to keep his position 
alive.” 

It was high time that somebody from 
the stagehands’ side came out as frank- 
ly as Dempsey. He told his colleagues 
what they all knew and what the show- 
men who come in contact daily with 
union card men are too well aware of, 
much to their grief. 


There is no single factor in the whole 
show business structure that can do 
more to bring about a revival of “flesh” 
than the local stagehands’ unions. The 
International headquarters is actually 
powerless to remedy local conditions, be- 
ing faced at every turn with its own 
Frankenstein product in the form of 
local autonomy. 

Sad are the tales managers tell of 
Ppig-headedness on the part of locals, 
This has been going on since the post- 
war inflation days. Is it any wonder, 
therefore, that many showmen are by 
now incurably prejudiced against “flesh” 
unless no other solution to their box- 
office problems presents itself? Stage- 
hands are a reasonable group as indi- 
viduals but their esprit de corps is more 
intensified in action than Napoleon's 
grenadiers marching on their stomachs. 
It is perfectly all right in theory for a 
local’s business agent to be stubborn and 
adamant in his demands. But what 
of the stagehand with a family to sup- 
port and an occupation to conserve? 
Every industry has had to come down 
to earth during the present cataclysm. 
Countless theater operators would be re- 
ceptive to reviving “flesh” in their 
houses if met halfway by the union lo- 
cals. The stagehand as an individual 
and his organization as a body should 
be more concerned with the future of 
“flesh” than the actor. As an example: 
A singer with talent deprived of an op- 
portunity to exploit his talents on the 
stage thru a paucity of playing time has 
the radio to break into. The stagehand 
can’t move sets in a broadcasting studio; 
neither is there a place there for the 
switchboard man. There's television off 
yonder, but no man's family can wait 
that long for their daily bread. It is 
hoped that delegates returned from the 
Columbus convention made a note of 
Dempsey’s words and have che welfare 
of their craft at heart to do something 


about it among their confreres. There’s 
still a chance to save the stage for this 
generation. And the biggest job, and 


maybe the biggest sacrifice, has already 
been cut out for the stagehands and 
their kinsmen—the musicians.

Depends on Action of Court 


Must be approved by Judge Caffey—35 houses to be 
kept—staffs will be retained—Charles Evans Hughes Jr. 
appointed for Shubert investigation 


NEW YORK, June 18.—The past week has seen two developments of importance 
in the Shubert situation. Of great weight is the announcement that the long- 
rumored combining of the Shubert out-of-town theater chain with that of the 
Erlanger string has finaily been effected, and will limit both of the major offices 


to the associated booking of 35 houses. 


The new booking office will be headed by 


Marcus Heiman, but will have no jurisdiction over houses in New York City. It is 
proposed that both the Shubert and Erlanger interests form a special corporation 


to which each will contribute $5,000. A 
plan will be worked out for both parties 
to abandon certain theaters in various 
cities and those remaining will be oper- 
ated for the benefit of the new corpora- 
tion, in which the Erlangers and the 
Shuberts will equally share. Those thea- 
ters which will be operated will pool their 
earnings to carry the overhead of the 
darkened houses. No changes in the 
operation of the houses is contemplated 
and neither will the staffs of the theaters 
be affected. All house managers at pres- 
ent in charge will be kept on. 


This innovation, however, depends en- 
tirely on the approval of Judge Caffey, 
who is the Supreme Court judge in 
charge of the Shubert receivership, but 
no difficulty is foreseen in getting the 
court to sanction the new arrangement, 
which has long been the only method of 
operation which can help the legit situa- 
tion on the road. 

The tentative officers of the new book- 
ing corporation will include Jules Murry, 
who has long been the chief of the Shu- 
bert booking office; his assistant, Elias 
Weinstock, and Augustus Pitou, the pres. 
ent Erlanger booker, besides the expected 
appointment of an outside manager who 
has not yet been chosen. 


Formal papers of the new corporation 
have already been drawn up, but have 
not yet been submitted to the court. 
The Shubert receivers, however, expect to 
have them ready late next week and an- 
ticipate that the new booking office will 
be in work by mid-July. 


The appointment of Charles Evans 
Hughes Jr., as special investigator of the 
Shubert Theatrical Corporation, by Judge 
Caffey, on the petition of Charles H. 
Hyde, counsel for the stockholders, was 
also declared effective this week. Hughes’ 
report to the Supreme Court will hardly 
be known before late September, for even 
if he can wade thru the books during the 
next few weeks he must of a necessity 
await Judge Caffey’s return from his vaca- 
tion, which will be late in August. How- 
ever, it was learned that in the event 
Hughes thinks he has discovered any- 
thing of special importance he may ask 
for a special judge to listen to the 
evidence. An unusual decision was 
handed down by Judge Caffey in regard 
to Hyde’s demand for a special investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the Shubert 
freres. Judge Caffey decided that in the 
event that none of Hyde’s accusations 
Were proven true by Hughes, the entire 
cost of the investigation was to be borne 
by the parties Hvde represents. But if 
certain malpractices were proven, the 
Shubert estate would bear the cost. 

Meanwhile, pending the result of the 
investigation, the Shubert receivers are 
going ahead with the original plan 
okehed by Judge Caffey, which calls for 
the receivers to borrow money on re- 
ceivership certificates for the purpose of 
continuing the business. To date, hows 
ever, the receivers have only called for 
$25,000 of the $300,000 which Lee Shu- 
bert agreed to advance. 


Chi “Sing” Still in Air 


NEW YORK, June 18.—Sam H. Harris 
is still toying with the idea of sending 
a second company to Chicago in time 
to open there by Labor Day. Only draw- 
back is Harris’ desire to delay the project 
until he sees the way the original com- 
pany gets by the summer. Meanwhile 
all tentative casting on the proposed 
company has been halted.

CHICAGO, June 18.—Finding that 
New York producers had no available 
attractions to book into his Adelpht 
Theater, which he wanted to keep open 
for visiting political delegations and 
convention crowds, Ralph Thomas Ket- 
tering decided to produce his own musi- 
cal revue.

NEW YORK, June 18.—With only 12 
shows slated to stay open next week, of 
which but three can be classed as, in- 
the-money productions, most of the 
ticket brokers are figuring to close up 
their shops until Labor Day, and some 
of them, anticipating an even later sea- 
son this year, are not looking for a re- 
opening until October 1. 

The boys in the past seasons usually 
figured that even tho they were washed 
up by mid-June it was worth while any- 
way to stay cpen on the off chance that 
some of their steady customers would 
send in a call for ducats, and rather 
than chance the customer missing their 
service it was a good investment to 
struggle thru the summer months. But 
the boys, after looking back on the past 
season, have come to the conclusion that 
the greater part of their business has 
been the result of continually hounding 
their clients into attending the theater. 


And with nothing to offer even the less 
discriminating trade over the summer 
months, the gang almost to a man is 
going to close shop. 


Of coursé, there is a hitch, for they 
figure that if all the boys don’t do it 
the next man isn't going to. So the 
boys are sounding out each other on the 
proposition. The mob located on the 
rialto itself are the ones most willing 
for the summer closeup. They figure 
that with the hot weather on it would 
be a cinch to sublet their spots to the 
soft-drink sellers. 


The biggest drawback however is the 
improbability of getting the two major 
ticket bureaus to agree to a complete 
closing, but on the whole the specs are 
not worried about them, figuring that 
in any case their business is quite dif- 
ferent from the straight 50 cents ad- 
vance firms,

NEW YORK, June 18.—If the plans of 
the several new subscription groups are 
successful next season, New York wiil 
be expected to support five of these en- 
terprises besides the Theater Guild and 
Eva Le Gallienne’s Civic Repertory Com- 
pany. The last few months have seen 
a considerable amount of activity on the 
part of various individuals, with three 
new subsidized efforts newly incorpo- 
rated. The proposed Commonwealth 
Theater, headed by Deems Taylor and 
Romney Brent, is the latest addition to 
the ranks of those proposing to give bat- 
tle to the Guild. The Broome Stagers, 
headed by Murray Phillips, have hopes 
of enlisting subscribers to their cause 
and have already presented a play, albeit 
not very successfully. 


Last season already saw the beginning 
of what promises to be a successfv! sub- 
scription group in the organization of 
the Group Theater, which had its in- 
ception as a student group of the Thea- 
ter Guild, from which it has since en- 
tirely cut loose, and is in the midst of 
carrying on an extensive campaign for 
its Own subscribers. The most recent 
entry to the competition of securing 
subscribers is the newly organized group 
headed by Robert Caille, calling itself 
the Actors’ Theater, and now readying 
a play called Gas.

T LOOKS like a long, hot summer. The 
legitimate theater, which  tottered 
along for a month or so last year with 

only a dozen shows on Broadway, will 
be lucky during the coming perspiration 
period if it has half of that. Prospects, 
which looked dismal last spring, this 
spring don’t look like anything at all; 
there just aren't any prospects. 

The present list of shows will hardly 
give the determined amusement seeker 
much to choose from when the calendar 
begins peeling off the July numerals. 
Monday morning there were 17 shows on 
Broadway. Two more erupted rather 
mildly this week. Three more are sched- 
uled for the next two weeks. And for 
the entire month of July just three 
productions are on the books—and even 
they are, to say the least, doubtful. 


F THE 17 shows which are now, to 

speak euphemistically, enjoying 

Broadway runs, there aren’t more 
than five that show serious signs of 
continuing for any length of time. Four 
more are in the maybe classification— 
tho they get there by a seven-league 
stretch of your reporter’s imagination. 
And eight are out of the running, just 
as completely as the vice-presidential 
nominees in a presidential campaign. 
This week’s offerings, Back Fire and a 
hot-weather revival of That’s Gratitude, 
can hardly be figured as contenders. The 
other June openings are all of them 
weak, with a good chance that at least 
one won't even open. The July openings 
rate in about the same category. And 
that’s the end of the season. 


ND what about next season, if any- 
body’s interested? Last year, with 
the theater gasping for breath (and 

there wasn't even a national tax to kick 
it in the solar plexus in those days), 
the opening of the season was delayed 
by a cautious managerial crew until the 
beginning of September. This year there 
are already five shows listed for August.

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| Publishers Expect $250,000 


From Dise Radio Programs 


This sum is set down as possible goal in 1933 from 
license fees for electrical transcriptions—matter is shap- 
ing up strong as many licenses are issued 
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NEW YORK, June 20.—W?th the electrical transcription situation clearing up 
considerably in the last few weeks and licenses being taking out by an enlightened 
clientele of radio advertising men, sound studios and other record manufacturers, 
music publishers are now looking forward to a possible $250,000 in Jicense fees to 
be collected during the year 1933. At the rate of 25 cents per broadcast per disk 
per station, revenue is now coming in in dribs and drabs, but gradually building 
itself up into a very tangible sum of money. These fees have been collected only 


since August 31, last, when John G. 
Paine, chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
Was requested by the publishers, both 
members and others, to act as agent and 
trustee as in the case of the ERP! 
money and collect the royalties due and 
provided for by laws on the special re- 
corded programs for radio, now called 
electrical transcriptions. 

According te Harry Fox, in charge of 
the collection bureau for “Paine, there 
are now 29 record manufacturers or agen- 
cies licensed. These are: Columbia Phono. 
graph Company, Brunswick Radio Com- 
pany, N. W. Aver & Son, World Broad- 
casting System, National Radio Advertis- 
ing, Scott Howe Bowen, Adams Broadcast- 
ing Service, Byers Recording Laboratory, 
Brown & Hart, Moser & Cotins; Brown & 
Lyon, Inc.; Transcontinental Broadcast- 
ing System, The Blackman Company, 
Sound Studios of New York, A. T. Sears 
& Son, Radiocasting Service, The Wessel 
Company: Julius, Glidden, Chase & 
Hooker, of Chicago: Freeman, Lang En- 
terprises, Los Angeles; Radiotone Tran- 
scription Company of America; Record- 
ings, Inc., both of Hollywood; McManus 
Company. Detroit: The McCord Company, 
Minneapolis; Jarman Shoe Company, 
Nashville; James A. Green Advertising 
Agency, Atlanta, and Starr Piano Sales 
Company, Richmond, Ind. 

Several other manufacturers and con- 
cert bureaus are also licensed and, as in 
the case of some of the above mentioned, 
are more or less inactive, altho there are 
discs out manufactured and played some 
time ago, but in each case liable to a 
reissue, and therefore still considered 
licensed to prevent radio stations from 
disputing the fact. Additional licenses 
are being issued to new programs now in 
the works for fall reproduction or sooner. 
These include Sears, Roebuck & Com- 
pany: . Household Finance Corporation, 
Kellogg Food Company and Mar-O-Oil. 

All of the disks that require licensing 
are those that use copyrighted music 
in whole or part. In the case of a dra- 
matized story, with non-copyrighted or 
special music written and not copy- 
righted by a publisher, there is no need 
of a license. 

As mentioned in these columns re- 
cently, John G. Paine has notified all 
agencies and manufacturers that future 
piracies would not be tolerated, since it 
is taken for granted that all con- 
cerned are now acquainted with the facts 
pertaining to the rights of the publishers. 
There are about 150 publishers, which 
include subsidiaries who are under the 
wing of Paine 

While the Chicago situation is now 
considered cleared up. particularly since 
the recent visit of Harry Fox, the Coast 
still holds numerous violators, hoth as to 
manufacturers and radio stations. Re- 
turning writers and publishers from the 
Coast have complained to Paine that 
even restricted numbers are used indis- 
criminately. In the near future it is ex- 
pected that a special representative will 
look after the affairs and rights of copy- 
right owners on the Coast as pertaining 
to the recorded programs.

Large Networks 


Yeast, U. S. Rubber, Willys-Overland, 
New York Life, Literary Digest and 
others. Some of these have not yet con- 
cluded their broadcasts, but all have 
either canceled or failed to renew con- 
tracts. 

CBS will enter the summer months 
with less than 50 sponsors, altho the 
programs will exceed that number. CBS 
leavetakers include Camel Cigarets (off 
late last month); Du Pont, Pratt & Lam- 
bert, Kolynos, Old Dutch Cleanser, Wil- 
liam Wrigley, Allen-A Hosiery, Pillsbury 
Flour, Blue Coal, Photoplay Magazine, 
Hart, Schaffner & Marx, and others. 

Discounts for long runs are running 
from 5 to 25 per cent by both networks 
and a concentrated drive now is confi- 
dently expected to greatly offset the un- 
precedented number of accounts drop- 
ping off the ether. It is optimisticaily 
noted, however, by sales forces of both 
networks that so far the chains have felt 
the inroads of the depression the least 
of any commercial organizations.

50 Virginia Theaters 
Holding Out on ASCAP 


RICHMOND, Va., June 18—Unusual 
difficulties are being experienced by the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers in persuading many of 
the motion pictures theaters in the 
small towns of the State of Virginia to 
take out licenses to play copyrighted 
music owned by the Society, according 
to Callom B. Jones, of Richmond, assist- 
ant United States district attorney for 
the Eastern district of Virginia, and 
State counsel for the Society. 

Approximately 50 such theaters in the 
small towns of the Old Dominion as yet 
have taken out no licenses, and, unless 
they do, steps will be taken by the So- 
ciety to compel them to comply with 
the law, Jones declared. 

Any copyrighted musical composition 
owned by the Society cannot be played 
in sound pictures in any theater unless 
and until that theater has been licensed 
by the Society, he pointed cut. Talking 
pictures have been installed only recent- 
ly in a good many ‘small towns in the 
State, and such theaters have been slow 
in getting their licenses. No difficulty 
has been experienced with the motion 
picture theaters in the cities, Jones said.

They 
gather each year in the Ritz Carlton 
Hotel, New York, as they did last Sun- 
day, and the entire program is comprised 
of Herbert's compositions, of course. Al- 
tho under the auspices of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, Of which Herbert was one of the 
founders, all of the late composer's col- 
leagues and friends never fail to do their 
utmost to be on hand and take an active 
part in the concert. On Sunday those 
in attendance included Pritzi Scheff, 
who scored her greatest success in one 
of Herbert’s operettas; Augustus Thomas, 
Deems Taylor, Paul Whiteman, Raymond 
Hubbell, Virginia Rae, Olive Palmer, Ma- 
jor Edward Bowes, Sigmund Romberg, 
Elizabeth Lennox, Hebert Waterous, 
Harold Sanford, Fred Hufsmith, Walter 
Preston and others. Gene Butck, presi- 
dent of ASCAP, as usual is the guiding 
hand of the occasion and never fails or 
runs out of sincere utterances when 
speaking of Victor Herbert. 

One great American musician and 
composer was missed at last Sunday’s 
concert. It was his first since they were 
inaugurated nearly 10 years ago, and his 
absence was missed by all present. 
Everybody also loved America’s own 
“March King.” John Philip Sousa. 

A word of praise is due the National 
Broadcasting Company for lending its 
vast facilities, and broadcasting the con- 
cert over a 40-station network, so that 
many thousands of music lovers unable 
to attend the concert could have the 
pleasure of listening in. 


There is no doubt that the large 
broadcasting companies did a marvelous 
job on the recent Republican Conven- 
tion in Chicago. While the convention 
reporters were covering themselves with 
glory. they knocked off not a few aspir- 
ing sustainers, who sustained severe 
blows of the type usually blamed on 
Jack Sharkey. Among the casualties 
was Donald Novis, who was inaugurating 
a new program over NBS stations.

When 
Novis was next heard he was just sign- 
ing off. If he has a good voice it will 
have to be proved by his past perform- 
ances which seem to be okeh. Morton 
Downey on CBS was on about the same 
time and is reported to have grabbed his 
hat and walked when the convention got 
under his skin. 


Not a poor stunt on the part of Lucky 
Strike ciggies to sponsor the Schmeling- 
Sharkey fight. NBC had the privileges 
on its hands and when it seemed that 
it was stuck, along game good old 
Luckies. While the fight promoters were 
keeping the broadcast a secret, NBC 
press department sent out a story with 
special marking against premature re- 
lease, only to have the cigaret account 
announce the same night that it would 
sponsor the nation-wide broadcast, as 
pn as to Germany the following Tues- 

ay. 


As soon as they get around to it, the 
SPA and music publishers will ratify the 
new proposed standard form of agree- 
ment between them. Altho it is ac- 
knowledged to be the fairest contract de- 
vised so far, here and there a publisher 
is ‘said to be. hesitating. In acting as 
intermediary, Gene Buck, president of 
the ASCAP, and E. C. Mills, general man- 
ager, gave the proposed new form official 
aid of the Society, which is considered 
the court of last resort for an amicable 
adjustment of all grievances without go- 
ing to court or on a strike. If both 
sides do not get together now, the So- 
ciety will wash its hands and leave the 
matter high and dry and on its own.

Lucky Strike Hours 


Reviewed Tuesday, Thursday and Sat- 
urday 10-11 p.m. Style—Orchestras, m. c., 
news commentator and _ dramatic 
sketches and comedian. Sponsor—Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company. Station WEAF 
(NBC network). 


Newest variation in the Lucky Strike 
programs calls for Walter O’Keefe as mas- 
ter of ceremonies on the three nights a 
week, the use of two orchestras during 
the same period, with Tuesdays includ- 
ing dramatized police cases; Thursdays, 
Walter Winchell, and Saturday, Bert 
Lahr. 

Tuesday night revealed O'Keefe, w.-k. 
night club m. c. and songwriter, as a 
fast talking, lucid-styled individual, who 
has adopted Winchell manners as close 
as possible. He jazzed up the proceed- 
ings considerably, and if he does not 
prove too boisterous in subsequent 
broadcasts will wind up as a definite 
radio personality. Jack Denny did the 
band honors from the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel in New York, and Joe Sanders 
from Chicago. The magic carpet re- 
ceived the usual workout. 

Dramatized police cases as written by 
Tom Curtin are okeh, altho allowances 
must be made for radio license as well 
as for that taken by the movie and 
stage producers. Police cars equipped 
with radio loudspeakers are used in The 
Great Mannington Mystery, which is 
nothing more than a cop being knocked 
off and the case run down in logical 
manner. Commissioner Mulrooney’s 
name is mentioned and intervals, not a 
part of the dramatization, contain loud- 
speaker announcements not in the man- 
ner that the police might hear it while 
riding and listening for police signals. 
That is, one cop does not tell the other 
about the “great” Mannington case. Of 
course, this is all right for the radio 
fan. The story being done in two parts 
was no doubt the greatest drawback. At 
a point about one-third down the story 
an apologetic note was introduced about 
the California listeners having their din- 
ner and for their benefit the rest of the 
murder case would be heard later. 
Which was an unfortunate piece of busi- 
ness. Not a few dial turners eventually 
forgot what the case was about or the 
final result. However, this is something 
easily remedied and the dramatizations 
should prove favorable entertainment. 
-€urtin is well fitted to write the ma- 
terial. 


Thursday night brought the return 
of Walter Winchell in fine trim after 
his recent vacation, and instead of hav- 
ing to do all the talking, is merely con- 
fining himself to his news scoops and 
other interesting items. Winchell is a 
personality that should be doled out 
carefully, and it is in keeping with his 
original idea that instead of him having 
to sell everybody else on the program 
and do all of the talking, to have some- 
one else out front doing the less im- 
portant chatter. With Winchell teking 
it comparatively easy with a once-atweek 
spiel, his stuff will naturally be better 
than ever. His main worry is whether 
the items he is saving up will break be- 
fore he gets a chance to spill them. 
There’s only one Winchell after all. 

O’Keefe handled his end very well, 
while the orchestras were Anson Weeks 
from the Coast, and Joe Moss from New 
York. 


Saturday night Walter O'Keefe, 
George Olson and his orchestra did the 
honors, with Bert Lahr as the draw. 
The comedian was spotted early on the 
program and succeeded in creating a 
hilarious bit of nonsense that ran 10 
minutes or longer. Using a woman to 
play straight for him, he left this “Toot- 
sie” at the door of the broadcasting stu- 
dio intent upon making the radio of- 
ficials stand up and deliver. This talk 
was typical Lahr style and productive of 
laughs. Scene in the studio where he 
interrupts a program is also dramatized, 
and altho thrown out a few times he 
finally auditions himself with the aid 
of a kindly announcer, who is also in the 
role of straight man. Discovered under 


the piano, and even as a piccolo player, 
he at last delivers a song. Some gags 
and his familiar “gong gong” laug.2. 
Back on the sidewalk, his “Tootsie” 
finds him resting after his most recent 
expulsion and he again assures her that 
with her love he will knock ‘em dead 
yet. In other words—to be continued 
next week. O'Keefe took turns with 
Howard Clancy, the latter doing the 
sponsor’s credits until Olson again came 
on, with Ethel Shutta and Fran Frey 
doing the vocals. Latter parts of the 
program Naturally were a letdown and 


could not follow the high spot created 
by Lahr. Seems as tho the comedian 
could have been built up during the 


first half out with an occasional men- 
tion and actually brought on during the 
third quarter of the program. At any 
rate, it looks as tho he appeared too 
early to give the entire program proper 
balance. Subsequent programs. will 
probably use this inimitable comedian to 
better advantage.

The Broome Stagers, a new group 
headed by Murray Phillips, better 
known as a casting director, are perhaps 
the most Utcpian collection of people 
the modern theater has known. But 
nevertheless, with all their plans and 
hopes, which are to be extolled, they 
are doomed to failure if they continue 
to produce plays such as their initial 
offering. To say the least, and at that 
more or less kindly, Back Fire, written 
by a Broome Stager, is by far the most 
innocuous play seen hereabouts this 
season. Poorly directed, poorly cast and 
poorly everything, it resolves itself into 
something to be excused rather than 
criticized. And it is much too long, the 
second act being still on view at the late 
hour of 11, intimating that the show 
had been given without the benefit of 
even a dress rehearsal. 


The play concerns itself with a good 
bad woman, who is really a good good 
woman, who renounces her love and who 
is in turn caught up by a really bad 
bad woman. It’s as complicated as all 
that and much more. Thruout the play 
a pair of sappy kids, who say rash and 
fresh things to their elders, are con- 
tinually running up and down stairs and 
never seeming to be out of breath. 
Which in these sultry days is annoying 
to the sweltering audience. Eventually 
the brash kids get married and go off 
stage, which is a relief. And near the 
end of the opus the good bad woman 
turns out to be a good good woman, and 
the bad bad woman gets her just deserts. 


The cast, who are all members of the 
organization, struggled manfully, or 
womanly as the case may be, but it was 
all to no avail. And nobody cared much 
for that matter, except for the doorman 
and colored car starter, who were also 
members of the Broome Stagers.

As summer revivals go, the production 
of That’s Gratitude, which O. E. Wee is 
presenting at the Waldorf, is nothing 
to cause a harried reviewer to tear out 
his hair. Neither, for that matter, is 
it anything for him to write home 
about. It fits in nicely somewhere mid- 
way between the two, affording an eve- 
ning of, pleasant entertainment to the 
cut raters who seem to have been in 
Mr. Wee's mind when he decided on his 
show. 


The play itself, which had a lengthy 
run on Broadway the season before last, 
contributes no little toward making the 
evening sO much more bearable than 
most evenings spent at stock revivals. 
The tale of the bibulous Kansas papa 
who is saved—or so he thinks—from the 
agonies of ptomaine poisoning by the 
kind ministrations of the impresario of 
a wandering musical comedy troupe its 
consistently amusing, even now in its 


second and by no means its best incar- 
nation. 

And contributing right along with the 
play toward the merriment of Mrs. Leb- 
lang’s (or should it be Mrs. Jastfe’s) cus- 
tomers is J. C. Nugent, in the role for- 
merly played by George Barbier. Mr. 
Nugent is his usual grand sélf, slyly 
humorous, meekly important and alto- 
gether delightful in the part. * 

Taylor Holmes, as the meandering 
maestro, had a far more difficu.t assign- 
ment. The role was written by Frark 
Craven for Prank Craven, and naturally 
it is a part that fit skintight. That 
Holmes, granting the dissimilarity be- 
tween his own methods and Craven's, 
filled it as well as he did ¥ highly 
creditable. It was his best performance 
in the past few years, except for a 
bit of oversentimentality in the last act 
and a great deal of overinsowriety in 
the prolog. 

Maida Reade, from the original cast, 
wowed ’em as Mr. Nugent’s militant and 
level-headed wife. Warren Ashe showed 
a pleasing personality and a surprising 
amount of proficiency as the juvenile. 
The rest were what is known héreabouts 
as sufficient—except for Howard Hall, 
who played the doctor in the prolog. 
The program states that he is heard fre- 
quently on the True Story ur over 
the radio. Prom the stiffness he dis- 
played on the Waldorf stage he must 
have thought that the footlights were a 
mike. 

But the general level of the cast was 
far above that expected in this sort of 
thing, what with Messrs. Nugent and 
Holmes and Miss Reade all of them tid- 
ily raising the average. And the play 
itself is still amusing. There seems to 
be no reason why Mr. Wee, with his low 
hookup and the aid of the inevitable 
cut rates, shouldn't be able to keep his 
revival going for a while.

Every number on the program was 
roundly appreciated by the packed house, 
which hed previously been seated by a 
hand-picked collection of the town’s 


prettiest ingenues. 


Deems Taylor, who with Romney 
Brent and Vladimir Rosing is the guid- 
ing spirit of the organization, declared 
that it is the purpose of the Common- 
wealth Theater to secure enough sub- 


scribers to the plan to guarantee the 
production of at least four plays. Sub- 
seribers will have the privilege of at- 
tending finished preview performances of 
the plays and of deciding whether each, 
or any, of the opuses merit a general 
public showing. In the event of a 
majority of nayes the show is to be 


closed. Subscribers, each of whom will 
pay $10, which entitles them to one seat 
for each of the shows, will also have the 
privilege of attending a series of lectures 
concerning the theater. Taylor an- 
nounced that to date the organization 
has succeeded in attracting over 600 
members, but declared that the Com- 
monwealth’s goal was at least 5,000 mem- 
bers, which number would give the or- 
ganization a working capital of $50,000.

Michel. A delightful comedy revolving 
around a Pollyannaish hero whp refuses 
to take the count in spite of losing 
fortune, friends and mistress. Well 
written and good entertainmen 

L’Apprenti Sourcter (The Aprentice 
Spring-Finder), by Joseph Gaillard and 
Gabriel Lambert, at the Studio des 
Champs Elysees. A rather naive comedy 
preaching the evils of speculation and 
unholy riches. Lambert is a priest with 
a reputation as a spring locater—which 
explains the title and the Sunday-school 
tone of the play. : 

Zig-Zag, by Rene Jadfard and Made- 
leine Allemand, at the Discobole! A high- 
brow Freudian study of humanity. A 
barber shop serves as setting, and the 
customers furnish the dialog and drama. 
Interesting for those who like to exercise 
their gray cells rather than their funny 
bones. 

Plus Jamais Ca (Never That Again), 
translated by Ninon Steinhof and Andre 
Mauprey from the German of Fred 
Angermayer, at the Avenue. A weepy 
pacifist drama. Post-war tragedy, a bit 
preachy, but interesting, and having at 
least a punchy last act. 

Les Enfants Jouent (Children Play), 
by Marguerite Duterme, at the Oeil de 
Paris. A slow moving and rather dull 
drama of married life in spite of moments 
of witty dialog. 

Sex Appeal Paris 32, at the Casino 
de Paris. An excellent revue, owing 
much of its appeal to the stage settings 
of Paul Colin. In spite of the title very 
little smut or nudity. A good vaudeville 
show in revue setting. 

Mektoub (North African for It Is Writ- 
ten), by Robert Trilhe at the Fontaine. 
A fairly dramatic tale of the eternal 
triangle in a Sahara setting. Excellent 
study of the lighter side of, French 
colonization. . 

La Femme Nue (The Nude Woman), 
by Louis Payen and Henri Fevrier at the 
Opera-Comique. A modern operetta based 
on a play by Henri Bataille. Well cast, 
but shoddily produced. Story gdod, but 
music offers nothing startling. Possi- 
bilities if given novel setting and its 
music pepped up. 

Les Fous (The Fools), by Gaston Revel. 
A hodgepodge of pseudo-scientific gabble 
which leaves the audience puzzled as to 


what it’s all about. An “art” production 
by the “Exposition de l’Art Dramatique.” 

L’Homme et la Machine (Man and the 
Machine), by Noe-Girbault at the Bouffes 
des Nord. An interesting study of class 
and labor conflicts, written simply and 
a bit too much on the style of stump 
speeches. 

Au Temps de Cerises (Cherry Time), 
at the FPolies-Wagram. A pleasant but 
unexciting revue, featuring Harry Pilcer 
and a host of good French artists. 

L’Indifferent chez les Poldeves (The 
“Indifferent” at the Poldeves’), by Rene 
Regemortes at the Albert Ier. A political 
satire, a bit childish and not particularly 
novel in theme. 

L’Onzieme Commandement (The 11th 
Commandment), by Jacques Deval at the 
Varieties. A rather tedious solution of 
the eternal triangle, which consists in 
getting the intruding lover dead drunk. 

L’'Hermine, by Jean Anouilh, at Oeuvre. 
The first effort of a 20-year-old dramatist. 
A rather naive tale of murder and love, 
with several excellent situations and 
some dramatic dialog.

Man Overboard, a play in nine scenes 
by Sutton Vane, at the Garrick. A 
nautical drama with touches of com- 
edy. Hardly strong enough to stand the 
pace and has folded. Not suitable for 
America. 

Somebody Knows, a mystery play by 
John Van Druten, produced by Auriol 
Lee at St. Martin’s. Quite a good play, 
with strong passages and plenty of 
action. Possible American appeal. 

Dangerous Corner, a three-act play by 
J. B. Priestley, at the Lyric. An inter- 
esting murder-mystery melodrama that 
should enjoy a good run. Would do 
well in the States. 

The Jack Pot, a revue by Robin 
Humphreys and Rowland Leigh, pro- 
duced at the Prince of Wales, with 
Marion Harris, Barbette and Phyllis 
Monkman in the cast. A decided flop 
and only lasted a week. 

Party, a three-act play by Ivor Novello, 
at the Strand. A bright entertainment 
with an excellent cabaret scene. Well 
written and smartly produced. With a 
little revision it should make the grade 
on Broadway. 

Casanova, a musical play at the 
Coliseum, produced under the personal 


supervision of Erik Charrell. Stupen- 
dous, with a fine international cast and 
gorgeous scenic and lighting effects, it 
looks good for a two years’ run. America 
must see this one. 

Queer Cattle, a three-act comedy by 
Philip Johnson, at the Haymarket. An- 
other play that couldn’t stay the 
distance. No appeal for abroad. 

The Cheque Mate, a three-act comedy, 
at the Kingsway. A fairly good play 
that may find favor with some audi- 
ences. American appeal, however, ex- 
tremely doubtful. 

Other London plays include Old Max 
Murphy, seen in New York last spring; 
Othello, in the Ernest Milton version, 
with a cast headed by Milton and Mary 
Newcomb; The Miracle, the world-famous

TOUT hearts are needed to face the 

summer of 1932 and there is no evi- 

dence that such are lacking in the 
stock field. Reports of new openings and 
other stock organizations in course of 
formation continue to come in. The most 
optimistic managers will admit that the 
outlook is hazy and uncertain, but it is 
worthy of note that thru the first half 
of the current month the number of 
openings has far exceeded the closings 
reported. Probably never before have 
dramatic stock operators been compelled 
to figure so closely to make ends meet. 
They are not alone in their problem of 
existence, however. Every other business 
around them—commercial and industrial 
—is in the same plight. 


ILEVELAND has at last fallen into line 

with the cities to which the living, 

speaking drama has returned. The 
McLaughlin-Manheim Company got away 
to a flying start at the Ohio Theater and 
if the early run of business continues 
that company will be among the very few 
playing this year successfully to the old 
standard prices. McLaughlin and Man- 
heim have set their top at $1.50, while 
a majority of the resident companies 
now Carrying on are playing to the lowest 
scales of prices ever offered by stocks of 
the first class in the larger cities. 


ASHIONABLE summer resorts will 

have their theater thru the torrid 

months regardless of what happened 
to Wall Street in 1929 and what has per- 
sisted since. All of the seaside and 
mountain retreats of the poor rich folk 
have arranged to take care of the usual 
quotas of highbrow actors who have 
been wont to entertain and be enter- 
tained in the prosperous past. The stage 
is being set for an exceptional array of 
talent from the higher ranks at Newport, 
Cape May and other haunts of the 
wealthy. The only difference this year 
perceptible is the later openings. At 
Cape May, for example, the start of the 
summer season is set tentatively for July 
1 and at Newport for July 5. The actor 
colonies at all of the resorts, judging by 
report, will be as large, if not larger, 
than last year’s. 


HE usual tenders of plays “destined 
for New York production” to the 
operators of first-class resident 

companies are not so numerous this 
summer. The reason is obvious. The 
producer with the “great American play,” 
which he is willing to entrust to a stock 
company for the purpose of making a 
close study of its needs, is not so numer- 
ous. A few who have capital or angelic 
sources of capital and who are familiar 
with the uncertainties of a Presidential 
campaign are restraining the impulse to 
rush into production until after the dust 
and din of the political conflict have died 
away. And then again, fewer have capi- 
tal and there has been a substantial de- 
crease in the angel population. The stock 
manager will tell you, however, that the 
absence of proffers of “the great Ameri- 
can play” just at this time is the least of 
his worries. 


May Give Greenwich Stock 


GREENWICH, Conn., June 20.—This 
town may house a summer stock com- 
pany under the direction of Mary Hill- 
Brown, if negotiations now under way 
are completed and a suitable location is 
found. Present plans call for the leasing 
of the old Pickwick Inn and transforming 
the second floor of the building into a 
theater for the company.

Plane Living and High Thinking 


This, of course, has been a hard year 
in the theater and one in which man- 
agers have had to cut every financial 
corner in sight. And sometimes that in. 
volves the expenditure of considerable 
money in order to make More money. 

When the Pacific Coast Company of 
Blessai Event closed in San Francisco 
Saturday night, June 4, it was scheduled 
to move to the El Capitan Theater, Los 
Angeles. The management did not want 
to lose the extra performance which 
taking the train would necessitate. 

So the entire cast was loaded into air- 
planes and transported in time to open 
at the Los Angeles Theater Sunday after- 
noon. The money earned at that per- 
formance more than made up for the 
difference in fares. 

It is, as far as Equity knows, the first 
time an entire cast has been so trans- 
ported. 


Alien Ruling Up to Council 


Recently an alien actor, whose six 
months’ wait between peg had 
not expired, was recommended by an 
agent to a manager who signed him for 
a production. The manager declared 
that he was not aware of the exact 
status of the actor and believed that if 
the agent recommended him the agent 
must have investigated his status and 
was satisfied that the engagement was 
permissible. 

On his part the agent said he sup- 
posed the alien actor to be in the éxempt 
class of featured players which need not 
wait six months between engagements. 
This was a very erroneous conclusion 
and, accordingly, President Frank Gill- 
more, on June 10, sent a letter to every 
agent or personal representative holding 
a permit to do business with Equity 
members which said in part: 

“You are hereby notified that no alien 
is necessarily in that class and that it 
is the duty of every agent to make sure 
of the proper classification of his client 
before consummating any engagement 
for him. In the future the Council will 
have to treat any such case with great 
severity.” 


King Would Behold a “Miracle” 


Our member, Mrs. Damon Lyon, has 
sent Equity a clipping from The London 
Daily Mail relating the feverish efforts 
to remodel the Lyceum Theater to pro- 
vide a royal box for the King and Queen 
of England when they signified an over- 
night desire to see The Miracle. 

By working in relays all night the box 
was finished shortly before the perform- 
ance, complete to the royal footstool. 

The King wanted to see a miracle and 
so they performed one for him—one that 
he didn’t see and of which he may not 
have heard. 


Dinner Club’s Financial Adviser 


The new state of the Actors’ Dinner 
Club is such that has acquired a finan- 
cial adviser. Joseph Bame, of, the Com- 
mercial Bank and Trust Company, has 
assumed the chairmanship of the finance 
committee, no mean job. 

His qualifications for that position 
were gained thru his work with the 
Emergency Unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee of the City of New York, for 
which he has been acting as executive 
vice-chairman, vice-chairman of the 
Food Relief Committee and a director of 
the Clothing Relief Committee. 

Mr. Bame’s acceptance of the chair- 
manship of the finance commfttee of the 
Dinner Club is distinctly an asset for the 
club. 


Warning as to Lew Henderson 


Lew Henderson, an Equity member and 
a tent-show manager, was suspended for 
cause by the Council of the Actors’ Asso- 
ciation last fall. More than three years 
ago Henderson engaged Lee and Bea 
Orland, two Equity members, and sub- 
sequently canceled their contracts. When 
the Orlands demanded their money 
Henderson declined to pay it. 

For more than two years the Chicago 
office of the association attempted to 
get either the money or some promise 
of its payment from Henderson and 
when neither was forthcoming, pre- 
ferred charges against him before the 
Council September 8, 1931. When, a 
month later, no answer or defense was 
made to those charges Henderson was 
suspended for cause. 

Now Equity learns that this same 
manager is attempting to organize a 
tent show somewhere in Minnesota. And 
Equity is informing its members that he 
is not eligible to engage any Equity 
members for his company until he has 
paid his debts or made satisfactory ar- 
rangements with the Council of the asso- 
ciation and by that body is restored to 
good standing. 

It is not often now that managers 
break their contracts with Equity mem- 
bers and Equity has no intention of re- 
laxing its rules in favor of those who do. 

No member of Equity, or of the Chorus 
Equity Association, may accept an en- 
gagement in any company in which Lew 
Henderson is interested while his sus- 
pension still stands.

-pare for your next engagement. 


There was never any idea of making 
money from the dancing classes. They 
are here purely as a service to the mem- 
bership, the association’s helping hand 
to its ambitious members. Those persons 
who are unable to pay the nominal 
charge of 50 cents an hour may apply for 
the scholarship fund. Every member who 
is in New York should plan to study in 
these classes during the summer months. 


Don’t wait until the busy season ar- 
rives to find that your place is taken by 
the member who was far-sighted enough 
to study. Come in and register now. 


Some of our members seem to misun- 
derstand the meaning of the honorable 
withdrawal card. The member who asks 
for such a card agrees that he is no 
longer in the theatrical profession and 
requires no service from the Chorus 
Equity. Some of our members who 
have held withdrawal cards for years 
have come to us and asked for letters to 
the Actors’ Dinner Club. In justice to 
the dinner club, we do not feel that we 
can give such a letter. The club is for 
theatrical people, not for people who have 
left the profession. The Actors’ Dinner 
Club refers a person to us only for verifi- 
cation that the person in question is a 
member. Persons holding withdrawal 
cards are not members. 


Our members are again reminded that 
they cannot work in co-operative com- 
panies. The Chorus Equity has a mini- 
mum salary. In a co-operative company 
there is no assurance that this minimum 
can be met. The chances are that it can. 
not. No manager is going to turn his 
production over to the members of the 
cast and chorus if he sees any chance of 
making money out of it. 


Be sure and report at the Chorus 
Equity office before going into rehearsal. 
You should do this even if you obtained 
your engagement thru the Chorus 
Equity’s bureau. Frequently the associa- 
tion allows a call before the bond is 
posted. The fact that you got the call 
me us does not mean that we hold the 

ond. 


Be sure and keep your correct address 
on file at the office.

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The Passing of Billy Minsky 


AST week a colorful figure in New York 
burlesque circles died. Conservative 
daily papers, such as The Herald- 

Tribune, devoted an entire column to his 
obituary. Marcus Loew, E. F. Albee and 
other noted leaders in the theatrical indus- 
try did not command any more space in the 
local papers of the day, despite their having 
amassed a vast fortune as well as having 
Leen instrumental in founding nation-wide 
theater circuits. Billy Minsky had a few 
houses around New York, and some of these 
were not above reproach of merchant and, 
other organizations. What was there about 
Billy Minsky that drew him such full atten- 
tion when he passed on? 

First and last he was a showman. When 
he put burlesque into the National Winter 
Garden, down on the East Side, the who!e 
city knew about it. Park avenue trade fil- 
tered pass the turnstile. He never failed to 
take full advantage of every publicity angle. 
When a bystander inquired as to why alt 
the hundreds of electric lights still lit on 
signs long after the house was sold out, and 
why it was necessary on an out-of-the-way 
street where few transients would notice it, 
he gleefully replied that the mere fact that 
he was being asked was sufficient reason. He 
wanted people to wonder, ask questions and 
talk about it. His name became synony- 
inous with anything staged in torrid style. 

Burlesque had been uptown in the Times 
Square sector, playing the Columbia Thea- 
ter for years. Yet when he took over a house 
on 42d street, he staged an opening like a 
Hollywood premiere. Everybody forgot 
burlesque was playing five blocks north up 
Broadway. His was the reign that started 
regulation-sized chorus girls in shows in 
place of the beef trusts. No name in the- 
atricals was too good for burlesque if the 
salary fitted into his scheme of things. He 
surrounded fast-fading burly entertainment 
with a new glamour—in fact, gave new life 
as well as impetus to many independent 
stock stands still running. 


Cut in price scale of the big New York musical 
comedies delivers a decided blow to the burly 
houses. Every time cheap balcony seats are made 
available to the classes that do not frequent mu- 
sical comedy in preference to burlesque, this 
same class never fails to take advantage of the 
superior entertainment on one hand, and just as 
much nudity on the other. 


Facing the Music in Adversity 


N NO branch of the amusement business 

have managers and players shown more 

resourcefulness in coping with the adver- 
sities of the depression period than in the 
stock field. The road is virtually a complete 
shutdown in the legitimate branch. Vaude 
and burlesque are suffering from the most 
widespread. paralysis in half a century. 
Outdoor attractions are showing more ani- 
mation, but have been languishing. But in 
more than half a hundred cities resident dra- 
matic companies persistently carry on. 

The reason is apparent. Stock managers 
have demonstrated amazing capacity for 
meeting the situation and overcoming dii- 
ficulties. One big winning card they are 
playing is the low price schedule. Most 
of the companies now in operation, it is 
safe to say, would soon be compelled to 
close if they attempted to return to the 
standard price scale for stock accepted as 
fair and reasonable two years ago. 

Except in a few stands where extraor- 
dinary local conditions enable the general 
business of the city to maintain an activity 
near the level of normalcy unemployment 
continues at the acute stage. Necessarily 
the spending power of the communities is 
greatly curtailed. The average stock man- 
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ager realizes that money will circulate slug- 
gishly until the general business depression 
is lifted. Accordingly, he has calculated 
oon on the cost of operation before ven- 
turing upon a summer season and he has 
not gambled on a sudden and miraculous 
end of hard times. He went into the project 
this spring on a hard-times basis and pre- 
pared to meet the exigencies of hard times. 

The stock manager who has made a go 
of it this year has had the support of play- 
ers who recognized existing conditions and 
cast their lot with him realizing that the 
salaries of anti-depression days are no long- 
er possible. The only alternative for those 
who refuse to accept conditions as they are 
and who are unwilling to conform with the 
changed conditions is idleness. 


Thus we find a group of actors, most of 
them formerly of the cast of the Detroit 
Civic Theater, artists of high standing in 
the legitimate theater, today playing in 
neighborhood theaters of the Publix Circuit 
in Detroit. Two days a week in each of 
the houses that have been opened to them. 
The famous Savoy Players of San Diego 
are likewise playing on rotary. Reports in- 
dicate that business has been good with the 
rotary players since they opened. 


Further illustrating the competent man- 
ner in which stock players have met the 
extraordinary conditions that exist is the 
project launched by Ralph Cloninger at Salt 
Lake City. Cloninger is widely known as a 
manager and director in the Middle West. 
In association with H. L. Blyden and Wil- 
liam Jensen he organized a resident com- 
pany to play at old-time repertory prices, 
10 and 20 cents. The company has been go- 
ing strong for several weeks and the volume 
of business has been sufficient to meet all 
expenses. Most of the members of the cast, 
in all probability, never before played to 
such prices. But they are facing audiences 
at every performance that never before pat- 
ronized “ten-twent’-thirt’ ” companies. 

The legitimate theater has fallen upon 


evil days. Fortunate are they who can view 
the situation with a philosophical eye and 
make the most of it. The stock manager, 
facing the music and carrying on this sum- 
mer, is an inspiring figure in the theatrical 
arena. “Follow the man from Cook’s:” 


The business depression has done one fine 
thing anyway. It has given the no-chance game 
operator a real kick where it doesn’t feel so good. 
He now must admit that what he terms “marks” 
are few and far between these days. The con- 
cession business needs a real stimulant and noth- 
ing will serve better than the distribution of 
plenty of merchandise to winning players, 


Radio’s Dull Season 


ROM all outward appearances radio is 
in for a dull summer, not only as to 
volume of business but as to the quality 

of many of its programs, particularly on 
the key stations of the large networks, 
which, to a great extent, may also dull the 
fare of the affiliated outlets. 


No longer does there seem to be a craze 
over this or that crooner. In fact, they are 
well on their way as toboggan passengers. 
The best of the dance or concert bands are 
being taken as a matter of course, and the 
only highlights at present are two outstand- 
ing comedy and musical programs, the for- 
mer naturally carrying the latter along with 
it. 

The listeners are now educated toward 
the better comedy angle and its possibilities. 
Likewise the radio stations and sponsors. 
Perhaps this will result in more of such 
programs and give radio the lift it needs to 
dispel the exaggerated fear of sponsors that 
radio is not the medium in summer that it 
is in the late fall and winter. But a con- 
tinued overdose of violins and pianos doing 
concert numbers, of which a vast number vi 
such sustainings havebeen steadily finding 
their way on all of the larger stations, will 
surely result in proving to the stations that 
the sponsors and ad agencies have been 
borne out in their contention that radio has 
fewer listeners during the warm weather. 


If that isn’t bad enough, many sponsors 
are still going in for the trite contest propo- 
sition and where one commercial drops it, 
two take it up. And so we find radio drift- 
ing toward a comparative doldrum period 
from which it will not emerge as easily as 
it might seem. While every sponsor hopes 
he has a bright period, the sustainings 
should be fairly good at least. No sponsor 
likes the idea of his time following upon 
the heels of a stupid half or quarter hour 
when he knows few dial turns are on his 
particular outlet. 


In the past radio fans have been keyed 
up with new inventions and gadgets, re- 
leased at proper intervals. The only thing 
in the offing now seems to be television. 
There are a few other important inventions 
also, but the time is not ripe for merchan- 
dising gadgets when the people are not 
spending any money. Television still being 
in the laboratory stage and priced too high 
for most people who may have money, it 
behooves those interested in keeping the 
number of dial turners up to par to inject 
and maintain a consistent punch in radio 
diet. The line of passive effort in building 
up sock entertainment even tho business is 
not so good will set back the number of 
radio listeners to the point where it will not 
recover overnight. 


Commercial tiewps in vaude which use adver- 
tising on the stage very often defeat their oum 
ends. A case in point is the huge Blue Ribbon 
Malt sign that backs Ben Bernie’s act, now at 
the Palace, New York. The customers see the 
advertising plastered about for no obvious reason, 
and they resent it. It reacts unfavorably on the 
act itself, and there are many patrons who also 
hold a grudge against the commercial firm which 
advertises. 
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“Dorny” Urges Discussion

Have just finished reading Mr. Sugar- 
man’s excellent article under his “Domi- 
no”. heading and got quite a kick out 
of it. I agree most heartily with him 
when he says that it would be a much 
nicer plan if all the various magical 
societies could be gathered in under Ae 
banner. In that way all the devotees 
of the art could attend one big conven- 
tion and meet their friends at the same 
time and in the same city. And altho I 
believe Mr. Sugarman’s idea a splendid 
one, I feel that it will be a difficult 
matter to promote this plan without a 
great deal of discussion pro and con. 


There are so many angles involved that 
it would require a lot of tact and diplo- 
macy to gather all the boys into one 
fold, for each organization has some- 
thing to offer the individual which may 
or may not be approved of by the other 
bodies. However, I feel confident that 
ultimately such a plan could be involved. 
I, for one, am 100 per cent for it. Inas- 
much as magicians are organized in the 
interests of a common cause, it should 
be not impossible for them all to get 
together. 


It is an idea upon which those vitally 
interested should spend some thought. 
It is, as Sugarman points out, incon- 
venient for the average man interested 
in magic to attend all three of the con- 
ventions, both from a point of time and 
expense. Therefore we close, hoping that 
some discussion which may ultimately 
crystallize this idea into a tangible fact 
will result.

Equity and Sunday Shows 
Editor The Billboard: 


From your editorial in The Billboard 
(issue of June 4) re Sunday perform- 
ances, I am of the opinion that you are 
not fully cognizant of the facts of the 
last vote on the question. As you will 
undoubtedly write on the subject again 
sooner or later, I have thought it would 
do no harm to acquaint you with the 
facts: 


There were between 1,100 and 1,200 
votes cast. I am not positive of the 
number, and it matters not for this 
purpose. At that time there were from 
8,000 to 12,000 members. To attend the 
meeting it was necessary to carry a 
paid-up card. At that time the depres- 
sion was on and thousands were behind 
in their payments. Furthermore, it was 
not a vote by mail. Therefore all those 
not in New York, even tho they were 
paid-up members, were deprived of 
voting, and, of course, all those who were 
in town but who were behind in their 
payments. Who voted? Those who were 
fortunate enough to be working in New 
York; those who were able every season 
to secure an engagement in New York, 
and those, if not working, who had 
money enough to remain in New York 
and keep up their dues. Naturally those 
voting would not vote for Sunday shows. 
Actors are just as selfish as others, or 
at least a whole lot of them. William A. 
Brady made a big fight, but the matter 
was settled long before the meeting took 
place and those opposing it had but 
little chance of even presenting an argu- 
ment, and these facts which I have 
stated never came to the surface during 
the talk. I recently presented these 
facts to the Managers’ League and 
showed it the futility of a repetition of 
the vote. I firmly believe that if a vote 


of March 12, 1882, I saw him swing 
from the deck to the dock and loaded 
into a truck that Mr. Bailey had built 
for him.

After calling on the recorder and de- 
positing check for the town privilege, I 
contracted for the lot for June 10 and 
11 and stamped my paper. Was then 
advised Mr. Shanklin, of Shanklin Play- 
ers, and Mr. Farris had just driven in. 
Before I put up paper I found these men 
and told them what I had done. Both 
agreed that it was my privilege and they 


matters. 
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were taken by mail, even with the 
paid-up members, it would carry, but 
to have a really representative vote all 
members should be allowed to vote 
whether paid up or not. Perhaps the 
Council would not go that far: There 
are good arguments why they should not. 
Coming down to brass tacks, if Equity 
is to live up to its name; if it is a 
democratic organization; if it is an 
organization where the majority rules, 
then the full membership should be 
allowed to vote. It is wrong to penalize 
poverty. Supposing our government were 
to bar all those who had not paid their 
taxes or prevent the impoverished man 
from voting! There is a difference, of 
course, but the underlying principle is 
the same. 


I am an Equity member—at least have 
paid dues for many years, tho at present 
I am in arrears—voting at the last 
meeting on this question. Personally I 
am not in favor of Sunday shows, the 
great objection being that I think an 
actor should have one day of rest weekly. 
But in the interest of the legitimate 
manager, and resultantly my own inter- 
est as an actor, or at least in the in- 
terests of the actor, if the movies and 
others are to give Sunday performances, 
and there is no other way, I am in favor 
of Sunday shows. If the question is to 
be submitted again it should be made 
possible for the rank and file to vote on 
it and not simply the few higher ups 
and more fortunate in the profession.

More About Jumbo’s Death

I read the story about Jumbo’s arrival 
in the United States in 1881 and how 
William Blackburn led him up the track 
to load after the night show and how 
an unexpected train came along and put 
Jumbo out of commission. Whoever 


donated this lot of hokum must have 
had a pipe dream, whether he was with 
the show or not, for the facts about 
Jumbo’s history in America are brief. 
As he landed in New York on board a 
Hamburg liner at 6 o’clock the morning 


would not bill over me, either that week 
or the following week. I suggested to 
Mr. Shanklin that I was aware of the 
effect he would have over me even if 
he billed the town for the following 
week, and told him also if such was his 
intention I would appreciate knowing 
it before I put up paper, which would 
save me the time consumed, the paper 
and trouble of changing my route.

To substantiate this claim 
I refer you to Mrs. Clarence Herron, 
from whom I rented the lot; Mr. Kimery, 
city clerk, with whom I deposited check 
for ‘city license; Jimmie Doran, in whose 
barber shop I stamped and posted the 
first paper, and Gent Belew, of whom I 
first inquired if any one else had ar- 
ranged to play Greenfield. Mr. Belew, 
being connected with the American 
Legion, advised that the town was open. 

It’s tough at best to go along nowa- 
days, and such circumstances arising not 
only create ill feeling but hurt the show 
business.

Recalling Evans and Hoey 
Editor The Billboard: 


In your issue of this date Harry G. 
Burns inquires concerning one of the 
early Hoyt farces, A Parlor Match, and 
its costars, Evans and Hoey, of whom, 
as he says, there is little of permanent 
record. 


William F. (Old Hoss) Hoey was born 
in New York City January 1, 1853, and 
first gained prominence with Tony 
Pastor’s company as a partner in the 
team of Fields and Hoey, who split in 
1879, Fields taking Frank Hanson as a 
partner (Fields and Hanson), and Hoey 
became successively a partner of Bryant 
and Hoey; Bryant, Hoey and Niles, and 
in 1882 they went with Hyde & Beh- 
man's Muldoon’s Picnic as Niles, Evans 


Bryant and Hoey’s Meteors in a sketch 
called The Book Agent, which proved 
such a valuable property that they called 
in Charles H. Hoyt, who was a Boston 
newspaper man and had just come into 
prominence with A Bunch of Keys, and 
he elaborated it into A Parlor Match. 
The play opened at Asbury Park, N. J., 
Septemoer 5, 1884, and played almost 
continuously until the end of the season 
in 1894. At that time Hoey began to 
show signs of failing memory and the 
partnership was dissolved. He went out 
the next season with John C. Rice in a 
piece called The Flams, by Edward and 
Harry Paulton, authors of Erminie, but 
the play was a flop and the next year 
he appeared in one called The Globe 
Trotter, which folded up, leaving him a 
physical and financial wreck. In Sep- 
tember, 1896, Florenz Ziegfeld and Evans 
revived the piece for a season of 30 
weeks, with Hoey in his original part 
and Anna Held as Innocent Kidd. His 
last appearance was in March, 1897, and 
he died of paresis in New York City the 
following July. His most famous songs 
were The Man Who Broke the Bank at 
Monte Carlo, I Haven't for a Long Time 
Now and That Was Not the Only One. 
He left a wife, who was Helena French, 
and two sons. 

Charles E. Evans was born in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., September 6, 1856. His first 
appearance on the stage was with Prank 
Mayo in The Streets of New York in 
1870. In 1872 he appeared in the pier 
Scene in Under the Gaslight with a 
partner, James Niles, and in 1878 the 
two joined Tony Pastor’s company and 
did a sketch called Riding in a Street 
Car. They continued with Pastor, doing 
Dutch, Irish and black-face parts, and 
in 1879, with a cast that comprised 
George Thatcher, Bryant and Hoey, 
Sheehan and Jones, Kelly and Ryan, 
French Twin Sisters, Flo and May Irwin, 
John F. Sheridan, Georgia Caine and 
Frank Girard, they played to the West 
Coast. He then had a season with 
Larue’s Minstrels, after which I have 
no record of him until as outlined as 
above with Hoey. After the closing of A 
Parlor Match he took over Harrigan’s 
Park Theater, 35th and Broadway, and 
renamed it the Herald Square, which he 
operated as a first-class house for sev- 
eral years. In the season of 1900-’01 he 
toured as the featured player with a 
Belasco comedy called Naughty Anthony, 
and this, so far as I know, was his last 
stage work. He is still living in Holly- 
wood or vicinity and I see him oc- 


casionally in a “bit” in pictures. He 
married Minnie French in 1882. 
Of the various seasons’ casts of A 


Parlor Match I recall only Jennie Yea- 
mans, the original Innocent Kidd, who 
died in 1906; Hugh Mack and William 
Keogh, who were in it several seasons; 
Jimmy Galloway, long since dead, and 
Allene Crater, now Mrs. Fred Stone, who 
was in the revival. After Jennie Yea- 
mans, Minnie French played Innocent 
Kidd for several seasons, and in the re- 
vival Anna Held did. Some of her songs 
were My Gal’s a Highborn Lady, I Want 
You Ma Honey and Won’t You Come and 
Play With Me, which she sang in a de- 
lightful French dialect and usuall to 
the great discomfort of the bass yer 
in the orchestra.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Veteran circus men of the "70s and 
early 80s will not have to coach their 
memories much to remember the genial 
Samuel Booth and his show printing 
house, 201 Center street, New York City. 
Every circus owner and every general 
agent knew Samuel Bocth. If in the 
city on business or pleasure and anxious 
to find a brother showman, three good 
places to get first-hand information were 
the Morton House, on Union Square; 
Clipper office, 88 and 90 Center street, 
and at Booth’s. 

When preparations were begun for 
opening the circus season of 1882, F. S. 
Perley, manager advertising department 
of Nathan & Company’s New Consoli- 
dated Railroad Shows, had headquarters 
at Booth’s printing office. His call for 
contracting agents, billposters and 
lithographers to begin the season’s work 
directed them to be at the Putnam 
House, 26th street and Fourth avenue, 
Saturday morning, April 15. The per- 
formers, working people and operators 
of privileges were notified to report on 
the show lot at Mott Haven, N. Y., on 
April 27. The New England States were 
invaded immediately after opening the 
season. May 4 and 5 they exhibited in 
Woonsocket, R. L., ang Milford, Mass. 
Nathan & Company’s Show was owned 
and managed by A. M. Nathan and E. D. 
Colvin. H.C. Danforth was railroad con- 
tractor. The early season program in- 
cluded Professor Kelland, leader of the 
band; Robert Fryer, equestrian director; 
Madam Martha, menage; Mlle. Viola; 
Minnie Perry; Miranda Sisters; Jennie 
Miaco; Louis Sebastian; Philo Nathan, 
four and six-horse rider; R. Whittaker, 
hurdle rider; the Three Ashtons, gym- 
nasts; Dashaway and Moulton; Smead 
and Rexford; Cheltra the Contortionist; 
Tom Miaco and Bill Carroll, clowns. 

Week commencing May 22 the Nathan 
Show exhibited in Lawrence, Mass.; 
Haverhill; Exeter, Rochester and Dover, 
N. H.; Biddeford, Me., and to Portland 
for Monday, May 27. At Bath, Me., while 
riding in his hurdle act Robert Whit- 
taker’s horse in jumping one of the 
gates was badly injured, necessitating 
temporary withdrawal of the act, and 
some weeks later advertised that his act 
including horse was at liberty. At 
Brunswick, Me., on July 3 Nathan's per- 
formers and both bands marched to the 
cemetery and decorated the grave of 
Tony Frank, who had been a band leader 
of the Forepaugh Show. After the mid- 
dle of July New England was bid good-

©. He is a Mason and Odd Fellow. His 
hobbies are writing news and feature 
stories and football. Was on staffs of a 
number of dailies. Mr. Saul states that 
he is a grass widower by choice. His 
parents are deceased.

by for movement back to New Jersey 
resort towns; Newton, Hackettstown, 
Plainfield, Elizabeth, Red Bank, Key- 
port and Long Branch were played from 
July 29 to August 5. Morning of Sep- 
tember 23 the Nathan circus train en 
route from Rose, N. Y., to Wolcott col- 
lided with a special train of empty 
coaches; a colored attache of the circus 
was killed, the conductor of special train 
had both legs broken and there were 
others slightly injured.

The 
advertising crew presented Manager Jen- 
nings with a gold-headed cane as evi- 
dence of a season satisfactory to them. 
When the show closed it went into win- 
ter quarters at Geneva, N. Y. That 
Nathan & Company’s Circus would again 
offer its attractions season of 1883 was 
announced by George W. Fursman soon 
after the Christmas holidays. 

Reference to Samuel Booth and his 
show printing house in this article re- 
minds the writer of an elephant poster 
produced by Booth Show Printing Com- 
pany, which was an unusual piece of 
circus advertising and no doubt is well 
remembered by any of the old-time 
agents or circus billposters who chance 
to read this story. The poster was origi- 
nally designed and printed to advertise 
the big elephant Rajah. To stress the 
size of Rajah as of mammoth propor- 
tions, the poster was made six sheets 
high instead of the conventional four 
high, and when posted on the side of a 
farmer's barn, or on a billboard erected 
especially for its use, that elephant (on 
paper) certainly dwarfed all other poster 
exhibits of the elephant family. An 
enormous edition of the Rajah posters 
was kept on the shelves of Sammy 
Booth’s stockroom thru a couple of dec- 
ades and age did not improve their con- 
dition for hanging on the country barns 
on windy days. As late as 25 or 30 years 
ago, when J. H. W. Hennessy was touring 
with his Cooper & Company circus, the 
Booth six-high Rajah poster was the di- 
rect cause of many disgraceful exhibi- 
tions of language unfit for publication 
by the billposter who had several of th 
bills in his day’s work.

REPORT from authentic quarters is 

that several Virginia fairs will can- 

cel their events this season unless 
there is a radical change in business con- 
ditions thruout the State. This means, 
in effect, that general improvement 
must come about in the entire Eastern 
sector of the country, if not the nation. 
Even the duller economists have learned 
by this time that States are interde- 
pendent, and that the fate of a wealthy 
nation like the United States is governed 
in part by conditions thruout the 
markets of the world.

This will 
be one year that they cannot hope to 
control the polls of village, hamlet, town 
and city by glib, pseudo-patriotic re- 
marks tuned for the ears of forgiving 
and forgetful constituents. It is also 
said that one of the key fairs in the 
State will not be operated this year. An- 
other alarming rumor says not more 
than half a dozen Virginia fairs will be 
conducted. This last is probably far- 
fetched.

the local board of aldermen was to 
meet last Monday night a measure to 
fix a minimum fee for carnivals oper- 
ated under charitable, religious and 
veterans’ auspices was expected to be 
dropped. Measure stipulated a $25 reader 
daily, whereas the ordinance now in 
force calls for $250. Picture and the- 
atrical interests, Warner theaters among 
them, opposed the bill, as was to be ex- 
pected, citing the old gags about “unfair 
competition,” higher taxes paid by the- 
aters, larger sums to charity and relief 
programs, etc. It all sounds very old and 
familiar, especially that “unfair compe- 
tition” phrase, which is very funny in- 
deed. 


HARLES BERNARD, the circus sage 

of Savannah, Ga., incloses a letter 

from Mrs. Sylvester Bean, head 
nurse and manager of Richfield (Utah) 
General Hospital, whom Mr. Bernard 
cites as expressing “the purity of a 
loyal devotion to the memory of a friend 
who was for many years a bright star in 
the circus arena.” He writes: “The grave 
decorated (by Mrs. Bean) with flowers 
on Mother’s Day and again on Memorial 
Day was that of Anna Carroll, who 50 
years ago and up until the early ‘90s was 
an outstanding equestrienne on the bills 
of America’s leading circuses. Her 
health failed, she became a helpless in- 
valid and was financially destitute in 
Chicago. Mrs. Sylvester Bean had known 
Miss Carroll in earlier years and a warm 
friendship had sprung up between them. 
Learning of Miss Carroll's illness and 
need, Mrs. Bean wired money to Chicago 
for transportation and necessary ex- 
penses, placed Miss Carroll in Richfield 
Hospital as her personal guest and there 
she remained with every care and com- 
fort needed until her death about three 
years ago. A plot in the Richfield 
Cemetery, all expense of burial and care 
of the grave has been taken care of by 
Mrs. Bean. Such devotion to a member 
of the profession by a stranger is one 
of the beautiful demonstrations of a 
pure heart and a spirit of thoughtful 
kindness that is the rare exception. By 
chance I had met Mrs. Bean in Kansas 
City on one of my Western tours; she 
notified me of having cared for Miss 
Carroll, of her death and burial, and at 
intervals we exchange letters. Last year 
she drove the 200 miles to Salt Lake City 
to see the Al G. Barnes Show and Mabel 
Stark’s act, and has again visited the 
show this season.” This is not only an 
unusual form of philanthrcpy—it is a 
benefaction of the most vital sort. There 
are those who give with one hand and 
shout the deed from the housetops the 
next moment. Such people generally get 
their names in print very frequently 
and are listed on plaques. A gesture such 
as Mrs. Bean’s is, because it is done 
without benefit of banners, generosity 
that is seldom or never recorded. We 
trust we have done our share in an- 
nouncing it, especially to those who are 
still steeped in cynicism.

Favors Zoos ‘Trading’ Animals 


As an “interested citizen and tax- 
paper,” A. Speer, of Saginaw, Mich., 
is a proponent of zoos exchanging 
attractions toward mutual benefit. 
Mr. Speer writes The Billboard in 
part as follows: 

“The idea of exchanging animals 
from one zoological garden to 
another, or, in others words, zoos 
trading with other zoos that have 
not some particular species, is to 
my mind a‘rather good plan; when 
it can be done at no great expense 
to either institution—all working 
together for the general good of’ the 
pleasure-loving public, particularly 
citizens interested in wild animal 
life. Also, suggestions regarding 
better surroundings for the animals, 
so they can be shown to better ad- 
vantage, are deserving of commen- 
dation.” 


Third Flop in 
St. John Area 


ST. JOHN, N, B., June 18—Another 
chapter has been written in the short but 
hectic life of Coldbrook Park, near Cold- 
brook, about two and one-half miles east 
of St. John. Originally planned by the 
promoters to be an elaborate amusement 
park, it was established three years ago. 
Some time ago bondholders foreclosed a 
mortgage on the property, and last week 
it was offered at public auction in St. 
John. There was only one bid, $5,000, 
and the property was sold at that figure 
to H. H. McLean, a local attorney. It is 
understood he represents a local trust 
company. The chattels were also offered 
and brought $125, the only bid and also 
made by McLean. 


Invested in the defunct park had been 
more than $200,000. The financing had 
been chiefly in the St. John zone, and 
some of the contractors and building 
supply dealers accepted stock in the com- 
pany in lieu of cash for work and ma- 
terials. Visioned by the investors in the 
community enterprise was the leading 
amusement resort of Eastern Canada, 
with a new track for harness and saddle 
racing, a large grand stand, stables, base- 
ball field, parking space for 1,000 cars, at 
least one roller coaster, an uninclosed 
swimming pool and a half-dozen rides. 
A private road was built from the main 
road and thru the park property. What 
disposition will be made of the park 
by the trust company is conjectural. No 
activity was carried on there last year, 
and everything is now dormant. This is 
the third amusement park failure in the 
St. John area, the predecessors being 
Rockwood Park and Seaside Park. 


Beach Resort Under a 
“Friendly Receivership” 


DETROIT, June 18.—Beach Develop- 
ment Corporation, operator of Jefferson 
Beach, large East Side amusement park, 
headed by Fred W. Pearce, has gone into 
a friendly receivership and is being man- 
aged by Frank L. Klingensmith, Detroit 
financier. The park is pursuing a regular 
policy of operation and is open under 
the direct superintendency of L. C. Addi- 
son, who has been park manager under 
Pearce several seasons. It is understood 
that the receivership was solely due to 
arrangements under the construction fi- 
nances of the park and the refusal of 
banks to grant a usual temporary loan 
this year; current park accounts are not 
affected and the park’s credit said to 
remain of the best.

FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 18.—An es- 
caped monkey followed by about 200 
persons furnished entertainment at 
Trier’s Amusement Park last Saturday 
afternoon.

The monkey 
was finally caught after a two-hour chase. 
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Hustling Season 
At Meyers Lake 


CANTON, O., June 18.—Meyers Lake 
Park, operated by Meyers Lake Park Com- 
pany, under the direction of George Sin- 
clair, and which opened May 28, has been 
drawing heavy attendance except during 
some cool weather spells.

Last Saturday 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Company em- 
ployees thronged the park, the attend- 
ance being estimated at 10,000, largest 
turnout from this plant in the years it 
has been holding an outing. The annual 
outing of National Brotherhood of Op- 
erative Potters attracted more than 15,000 
people. For the fourth time in five years 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Company will 
hold its annual outing here. 

George Brown, promotion director the 
park, has framed a flashy snake show, 
which opened this week. Has installed 
about 100 mixed reptiles, located on the 
midway, the park bandstand being con- 
verted into a very satisfactory pit, with 
an ornamental roof. 

The large zoo, maintained for several 
years, has been disposed of, and the 
building will be converted to another use. 
Monkey Island has been retained. Price 
reduction thruout the park. Merry-Go-

Sunday Dance Issue 
On Tap at Akron 


AKRON, O., June 18.—Introduction of 
an ordinance before city council to legal- 
ize Sunday dancing provided an audi- 
ence that crowded the council chamber 
—the spectacle of a clash between amuse- 
ment park officials and members of 
Akron Ministerial Association. Ordinance 
would permit dancing on Sundays be- 
tween 1 and 6 p.m. and from 9 until 
11.30 p.m. Dance halls open thruout 
the year under terms of the ordinance 
would pay a license fee of $100; those 
open six months, $50. The latter would 
be the park dance pavilions. 


C. A. Sarchet, president and general 
manager Summit Beach Park, one of the 
largest dance “spots” in Akron, denied 
that dancing on Sundays would ruin the 
morals of the young people. He pointed 
out that the hours in the proposed ordi- 
nance would make it possible for them 
to attend Sunday evening services be- 
fore going to the dance halls. “It is 
merely a matter of justice as I see it,” 
Sarchet said “All around Akron, in the 
county, dance halls are permitted to 
flourish. We are heavy taxpayers and 
the dance hall is our greatest asset. The 
fact that we are not allowed to keep it 
open on Sunday places us in a bad posi- 
tion as a competitor.” 

The measure was referred to the wel- 
fare committee after Mayor C. Nelson 
Sparks said he would veto it if passed 
under suspension of rules because he 
believed the public should be given op- 
portunity to express its sentiments on 
the subject. 


Fire Razes Dance Platform 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 18.—Fire 
starting from a carelessly thrown cigar- 
et butt destroyed the dance platform at 
Woodcliff Pleasure Park here.

We could get a good paper 
from this man on his experiences of the 
season if it is wanted.

After 15 Years’ Absence

The interests were 
so diverse that there was not enough 
common ground on which to hold a 
convention that would be equally inter- 


' esting to each of the component parts. 


Even the name was changed. It was 
called the Outdoor Showmen of the 
World and existed as such until the early 
part of 1920. By that time all of the 
organizations had withdrawn but the 
amusement parks and the manufacturers 
of devices, so it was considered the name 
was misleading and hardly representative, 
and then it had not been incorporated. 
So it was decided to incorporate under 
the laws of the State of Illinois, and for 
the purpose of incorporation the present 
name, National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks, was first used and has con- 
tinued since. So the child of New York 
departed for 15 years and returns under 
a new name, but after all with an 
excellent record. 


At the Astor Hotel that night of the 
dinner an English lady looked in upon 
them and asked what group of men it 
was, and when told that they were the 
amusement men of America, she said, 
“They look like gentlemen,” and now 
when they return we cannot only say 
they look like gentlemen, but act like 
gentlemen, and as said on former occa- 
sions, they have shown’ themselves 
superior in conduct and action to Many 
bankers and politicians of the nation. 
So here’s for a welcome to NAAP and 
an offer of assistance to make it another 
real convention, as good as any if not 
better, and we are going to arouse every- 
body as far as is possible to do his part!

Some of them have 
never skated outside of their own rinks 
in a race. I have held the New England 
championship for 15 years and in that 
time have skated every skater of note in 
New England and have beaten them all. 
I have a daughter, Elizabeth, now 19, 
who claims the New England title and 
is open to meet all comers at one or 
two miles. She was with me when I 
was touring the States and competed in 
over 75 races, many of them with men 
skaters. We were on the road from 1924 
to 1929 and skated in races in 45 States 
in that time. My races (I have had over 
700 in the last 26 years) have been 
mostly match races, I do not seem to 
show up very good in open events. I 
expect to hold many races here thru the 
summer and will take part in some of 
them myself. I have been training hard 
the last two months and am getting in 
good condition. We have on the floor 
Prof. Lamere, an oldtimer, who has been 
skating over 45 years and an old-time 
speed skater in Canada, and Speedy 
Darrow, of Hough’s Neck. Charlie Hussy 
is ticket seller and Johnny Bow cap- 
tain of skate boys. I work the skate- 
room.”

CINCINNATI, June 17.—Since the exhibiting of large carnivals in Pittsburgh 
this spring a counteractive situation has made its public appearance in the form 
of a representative of one branch ofqshow business attacking another field of 
showdom in his own field’s interest, according to “clippings” from Pittsburgh 
newspapers and financial quotations from an executive of one of the large carnivals 
involved. According to an article in The Pittsburgh Press, of June 14, and a similar 
article in The Pittsburgh Post Diepatony of same date, an executive of units of a 


large chain-owned motion picture cor 
poration, which operates movie houseg 
in many cities, petitioned Pittsburgh 
City Council to prohibit carnivals in thé 
city. 

The article in The Pittsburgh Press, 
under the heading “Theater —. 
Seek Carnival Ban,” was as follows: 

“Carnival visits to Pittsburgh wer¢ 
protested today by John H. Harris, gens 
eral manager of Warner Bros.’ Theaters, 
in a petition to City Council. 

“*Each year,’ said Harris, who assertea 
his protest was indorsed by other thea-- 
ter operators, ‘a lot of carnivals come tG 
Pittsburgh with gambling devices, bad 
shows and take away a lot of mone 
from the city.’

Model Shows 


Aid outdoor show prestige 
in “closed town” thru co- 
operating with merchants 


WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., June 17.—While 
there have been conditions against trav- 
eling carnival engagements in this city 
proper, a remarkable incident of good- 
fellowship co-operation is recorded rela- 
tive to a large amusement company, 
known as Model Shows of America, play- 
ing in South Williamsport this week, in 
benefit of Independent Fire Company. 
The show management’s action has 
warmed the hearts of many of the city’s 
leading merchants toward representative 
outdoor showfolks. 

The Merchants Bureau of Chamber of 
Commerce has had committeemen ar- 
ranging for an imposing public wedding 
to be staged on the Courthouse plaza 
the afternoon of June 25, the event re- 
ceiving a great deal of advance prepara- 
tion and publicity. For the last few 
years a public wedding on the midway of 
the carnival company, usually on Thurs- 
day night, has been almost a weekly cus- 
tom. Therein lies the foundation for the 
showfolks’ meritorious co-operation. In 
deference to the local merchants’ event, 
notwithstanding that its own public wed. 
ding would be a prior affair of special in- 
terest in this vicinity, the show manage- 
ment generously abandoned that feature 
for this week. The Williamsport Sun 
carried a featured article on the incident 
Monday, which gave outstanding credit 
to the carnival folks, and detailed the ap- 
preciative reaction of merchants of Wil- 
liamsport, in part as follows: “In appre- 
ciation of the co-operation received from 
the show the merchants of the city are 
donating a Philco radio, supplied by the 
Williamsport Auto Parts Company, which 
will be given away on the midway at 11 
o'clock Thursday night to patrons of the 
show”—referring to Thursday night this 
week. 


Sheesleyites Give Show 
In Auburn State Prison 


AUBURN, N. Y., June 17.—Last Friday 
attaches of Greater Sheesley Shows gave 
a show within the grim walls of Auburn 
Prison, the first such entertainment there- 
in since 1929’s great bloodshed. Ponies, 
monkeys, elephants, clowns, singers, 
dancers, comedians, all paraded their 
wares in the prison yard.

An interlude of pathos occurred near 
the close of the performance when a man 
attired in prison uniform and known 
only by a number was called to the 
center of the show ring and introduced 
to the carnival people by Warden Brophy. 
A long-termer, he had once been an ele- 
phant trainer with one of the largest 
circuses. This one-time trouper watched 
with interest while Maybelle, girl ele- 
phant trainer, put her two pachyderms, 
“Danny” and “Nanny,” thru their paces. 
He was afterward allowed to converse 
with Maybelle and Captain Sheesley 
concerning old acquaintances of the 
show world.

Are Under Fire 


CINCINNATI, June i7. — Complaints 
against the tactics of a show in dealing 
with business men in Indiana were re- 
ceived this week from an executive of 
another show in that State and a man in 
business at Columbus, each containing 
impressive comment on the reported ac- 
tivities referred to and inclosing news- 
paper clipping from Franklin (Ind.) 
Evening, Star of June 9, the Columbus 
man also sending a clipping bearing “Mar- 
tinsville, June 7” dateline, and comment- 
ing: “It’s good-by to shows and carnivals 
in Columbus, Franklin and Martinsville; 
all good show towns.” The show executive 
stated: “If this goes on we will have all 
closed territory very soon.” The article 
in Franklin Evening Star, headed: “Co- 
lumbus Police Seek Owners of Carnival,” 
with subhead: “Left Trail of Unpaid Bills 
After Exhibiting Under Lodge Auspices,” 
reads, in part: 


“Columbus, June 9.—Law enforce- 
ment agencies of Bartholomew County, in 
co-operation with the local Red Men's 
lodge, are bending every effort to locate 
and bring about the apprehension of the 
operators of the carnival company which 
appeared in Columbus last week under 
the auspices of the lodge. 

“Charges of false pretense and larceny 
are now on file in Bartholomew Circuit 
Court against Leo Powers, Mrs. Powers 
and H. E. Wallace, operators of the car- 
nival, and additionel charges will be filed, 
according to Lloyd C. Bryer, prosecuting 
attorney. 

“The carnival company left Columbus 
Saturday night and Sunday after the 
promoters had ‘fleeced’ both the lodge 
and many local merchants. Powers, his 
wife and Wallace skipped out before the 
week’s run ended, taking with them all 
the available cash and leaving behind 
only a myriad of unpaid bills. 

“The trio also ‘rimmed’ the lodge out 
of part of the percentage of receipts it 
was to have received from the show, and 
entrants in the popularity contests did 
not receive the prizes they were promised. 
One of the contestants, it was learned 
from the prosecutor, sold more than $70 
worth of show tickets, and this money 
was turned over to the show people.”

““SOX-SELLING FOOL,” A. L. Clark, 
shoots from Dallas: “Have been on the 
road only for week-ends of late. Nothing 
hot on the road except the weather. 
Worked Quannah, Tex., in the Pan- 
handle, not so long ago, and after bally- 
ing a nice tip together, believe it or 
not, I failed to turn. Which is in plain 
English, I didn’t sell a darn copper's 
worth. Pulled into Vernon, Tex., for the 
afternoon and there, with about 3,000 
natives, I got about $100, and that at 
prices of mostly eight 50-cent pairs for 
$1 or four for the half. And never be- 
fore have I worked for the half. How- 
ever, there is nothing to complain of. 
It is the first time in my career I ever 
tried to get money out of the natives 
in the South and Southwest in the sum- 
mertime. In the farming sections they 
just simply haven't got it, but they 
never have in the summer months.

The 
operations of some venders of rugs and 
linens, door-to-door men, who are in no 
sense pitchmen, are being cited to the 
mayor and other officials as reason for 
barring out the pitchmen. From an 
article in a local newspaper the follow- 
ing is taken: “Lincoln housewives are 
voicing repeated complaint to council- 
men and Chamber of Commerce officials 
against peddlers of merchandise and 
solicitors. Mayor Zehrung has announced 
from time to time that the police will 
welcome reports on these activities that 
they may check up on them. This does 
not, however, apply to solicitations for 
publications, since this is treated as in- 
terstate business, beyond the realm of 
legislation by cities. Some peddlers of 
merchandise get around the license ordi- 
nance by injecting the element of inter- 
state business. The council apparently 
is helpless where the solicitor merely 
takes the order and the goods are 
shipped in C. O. D. from another State. 
Where the peddler sells and delivers he 
is required to pay $15 license and $40 
occupation tax monthly and none of 
them pay. About two years ago the 
occupation tax feature was added and 
none have qualified under it. In order 
to check unlicensed operations where 
license is required, people are urged to 
notify the police.” (And Lincoln, Neb., 
was the home town of the famous 
“Commoner,” William Jennings Bryan, 
champion of “the people’s rights.”’)

Instead of the usual five-act bill here 
the house ran a locally produced unit 
emseed by Teddy King, the pit leader. 
The pit band was on the stage and the 
acts worked in front of it, with King 
doing straight introducing and not spot- 
ting himself for any specialty. The cast 
was composed of a few known acts, sev- 
eral turns that look new around here 
and a few local favorites. This is the 
second unit of its type to be tried at 
this house and served a double purpose. 
First, it relieved the steady diet of 
regular vaudeville, and, second, the unit 
was undoubtedly much cheaper than the 
usual vaude bill. Most semipros and 
local amateurs are willing to work for 
coffee without cakes. 

Staging was okeh. The seven-piece 
band was in the background, with the 
cast grouped around tables in a cabaret 
scene. The idea behind the show was 
the celebration of Flag Day and was the 
excuse for singing ditties about dear old 
Betsy Ross. The finale had an insert 
behind a scrim drop showing a gal sew- 
ing the American flag. Patriotic stuff 
and good for stimulating applause 

Besides lacking flash the show was 
weak on laughs. Comedy came only in 
three spots, which was not enough. Fan- 
nie Bruce, Gus and Will and Barney 
Grant did all the funmaking. Grant was 
outstanding with his hick satire, in 
which he was assisted by his maw, his 
paw and his cousin Chester. Swell com- 
edy, altho the satire was a bit too 
restrained for this audience.

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Veteran Showman Finds Pin ©overner Roosevelt 
Games’ Popularity Growing 


Coin-operated amusement machine not a mere fad but 
a thing that has taken its place permanently in the daily 
life of the American public, he says 


CHICAGO, June 20.—A showman who has toured extensively since the first 
of the year tells The Billboard that the coin-operated amusement machines which 
have swept the country are furnishing the greatest field for modern sport that 
he has seen in his 30 years in show business. Wherever he went this spring he 
found the pin games in cigar, drug and other stores, as well as in restaurants, 
hotels, etc. Quite often, he said, parties of from 5 to 12 men would form a group 
and play all the machines in sight, in each instance the losing man paying for 


the game, and all seeming to get a real 
kick out of it. So consistent has the 
sport become that nearly every neighbor. 
hood has its champions and near cham- 
pions. 

When a group gets together usually it 
is not a case of playing one or two games; 
more often the crowd is held from an 
hour to an hour and a half at a time. In 
one city this showman visited a res- 
taurant man told him he carried on hand 
an unlimited supply of nickels, and that 
in the section where men were employed 
during the night hours the play was as 
good at midnight as at midday. The 
players show as much interest in the 
games as they would in a game of base- 
ball—and there is no age limit. Often a 
group of men from 60 to 70 years old 
may be seen enthusiastically playing. 
Some have become so expert that they 
use the plunger with unbelievable finesse, 
forcing the ball up the scale as carefully 
as a billiard champion addressing the ball 
in making a three-cushion carom shot. 

Popularity apparently applies to no 
particular make of machine, this show- 
man says, all kinds seeming to receive 
impartial play. He says he has seen men 
so interested in a game that after shoot- 
ing the second ball to get the proper 
gauge on the plunger, they go into fine 
detail to explain certain points, just as a 
billiard player would, regarding the 
spring, the activity of the ball and the 
recoil from the pins, which convinces 
him that the coin-operated amusement 
machine is not a mere fad, but a thing 
that has taken its place permanently in 
the daily life of the American public 
from the gulf to the Canadian line and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. It will 
not fade out as a seasonal novelty, he 
Says, but has become so established it 
will be, or rather is, a staple business es- 
tablished on a sound basis, with every 
promise of increasing in popularity with 
both men and women.

Says Fairs Can Cut 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Making the sec- 
ond of his radio talks on State govern- 
ment costs, Governor Roosevelt of New 
York Thursday night took up the sub- 
ject of appropriations for fairs, stating 
that the question of State-aid retrench- 
ments is up to the public, which should 
decide whether fairs should be self- 
supporting. Mr. Roosevelt spoke from 
Albany, Station WGY, Schenectady, 
putting him on the air. 

Discussing the activities and financing 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
Markets, the governor, offering no specif- 
ic recommendations, suggested that the 
voters should decide which of the 
various State divisions they wished 
eliminated. “Tell your legislative rep- 
resentatives and your other officials what 
you wish to have them do,” Governor 
Roosevelt said. 

The governor said that State aid to 
fairs might be reduced or abolished and 
noted that it “brings up the question 
of whether such financial aid from the 
State is any longer necessary for county 
and -town fair associations. Some believe 
that this form of State aid may now be 
abandoned.”

HURRY call sent out by the officials — 


of the Coin-Machine Manufacturers’ 

Association brought a representative 
number of manufacturers, both members 
and nonmembers, to a meeting June 14 
to face the fact of the manufacturers’ 
sales tax on games, which goes into 
effect June 21. The seriousness of the 
situation boosted the attendance con- 
Siderably, but those in charge of the 
meeting had wisely planned to put 
everybody in good spirits for friendly 
discussion by greeting each attendant 
with the sight of an abundance of re- 
freshments immediately upon arrival at 
the meeting. 


President Lee S. Jones presided and 
explained the purpose of the meeting. 
It was to consider the possibility of 
getting manufacturers to agree upon a 
uniform procedure in complying with 
the new sales tax as it will affect prices. 
He called upon Marshall Seeburg, of the 
J. P. Seeburg Corporation, to read from 
H. R. 10236, contained in Bulletin No. 
154, Bureau of Public Documents, which 
gives the text of the sales tax measure 
in full. Far down in the measure some- 
where a tax of 10 per cent o* the manu- 
facturer’s sale price applies to “games 
and parts of games,” and this is what 
held the attention of the manufacturers 
and their representatives at the meeting. 

There was no attempt to criticize the

lawmakers for passing such a law or to 
complain in any way. The president 
Suggested that the trade might consider 
itself “lucky” that the tax was not 
higher and that the proper attitude was 
to accept facts as they are and plan to 
pay the tax without a murmur. So dis- 
cussion was invited as to what the law 
actually meant and what manufacturers 
should agree upon as the best plan for 
paying the tax. Discussion was full and 
frank and there was general understand- 
ing from the start that the tax must be 
paid to the government, based upon 10 
per cent of the manufacturer's selling 
price as shown by his invoice or billing. 
This tax must be paid by the manufac- 
turer and not by the party that resells 
the goods. Sentiment soon agreed upon

the plan of pricing all games to cus- 
tomers at the regular selling price, “plus 
tax.” A machine that sells at $16.50 
will be advertised at “Price $16.50, plus 
tax.” It was shown by those best in- 
formed on matters of taxation that the 
invoices and billing of games should 
show: 


1 Hilarity Pin Game........ $16.50 
Government Tax............ 


That is, to save the possibility in any 
complications in bookkeeping and conse- 
quent misunderstanding with the gaqv- 
ernment agents, invoices and billing 
should show distinctly what the actual 
selling price is, and what was collected 
for the sales tax. There was a unani- 
mous agreement to this plan. 

Then someone called attention to the 
necessity of getting information of this 
agreement to the manufacturers who 
were not represented at the meeting. It 
was voted that the secretary of the asso- 
ciation write or wire all manufacturers 
of automatic games who were not repre- 
sented at this conference, of the uniform 
plan of collecting the sales tax, and ask- 
ing that there be co-operation among all 
manufacturers. It was especially urged 
that no manufacturer advertise games 
at sale price, “tax included.” The tax is 
10 per cent of the manufacturers’ selling 
price and is easily calculated by all con- 
cerned. 

Attention soon turned to the meaning 
of the phrase, “parts of games,” and how 
that would apply to manufacturers of 
games, especially in relation to stands. 
It was finally agreed that the safest plan 
for all manufacturers was to pay the tax 
on both the machine proper and the 
stand, and to show on all bills and in- 
voices the stand listed separately from 
the machine itself, as well as the tax 
paid. Then a committee was appointed 
to get a definite ruling from the govern- 
mental authorities on this point. The 
committee consisted of Marshall Seeburg, 
chairman; Jim Buckley, of the Bally 
Manufacturing Company; Jack Nelson, of 
The Billbogrd; D. L. Dollnig, of Coin Ma- 
chine Journal; Leo Burman, of Bingo 
Novelty Company, and one or two others, 
The committee went into immediate ses. 
sion and designated Mr. Dollnig to get an 
interpretation from the secretary of the 
U. S, Treasury on the application of the 
phrase “parts of games.” As soon as a 
ruling is obtained, this information will 
be passed on to all manufacturers and 
the trade in general. 

The discussion had a tendency at all 
times to drift into the subject of stabili- 
zation of prices, which seems to be a live 
issue whenever manufacturers get to- 
gether. The hope was expressed that a 
uniform agreement as to sales and col- 
lecting of the tax will help somewhat to 
stabilize prices thruout the trade. Secre- 
tary Joe Huber was present at all times, 
with his impressive weight and jovial hu- 
mor to keep the discussion in proper vein. 
With efficient waiters to bring refreshing 
liquids at any moment to anyone present 
who felt dryness or tickling in his throat, 
the meeting was harmonious and success. 
ful. After adjournment frem business, a 
social good time prevailed and the hap- 
pier souls huddled closer together as the 
time grew late, to sing the songs dear to 
all coin-machine men’s hearts.

The playing 
circles on Screwy have been given a gay 
atmosphere by using a harmony of bright 
colors. High scoring pockets are provided

See-Saw 
is made by the Success Games Company, 
a firm that has put 12,000 feet of floor 
space to use in making the machine 
alone. Harry L. Krass is president and 
general manager and will be remembered 
as sales manager of the Popular Games 
Company, which manufactured the Hoot. 
Mon golf game—very poular about four 
years ago. Karl A. Yellick is the designer 
and engineering head of See-Saw; Claude 
Oesau is the superintendent of produc- 
tion.

working together, using nightsticks, 
stakes and iron bars to threaten and 
push, but no one was hit. 


“It was reported to Commissioner of 
Public Safety Wagar and Chief of Police 
Cline during the early hours of the 
morning that Officer Murphy had been 
badly injured. The officer, who was in 
the thickest of all that went on from 
start to finish, was in police headquar- 
ters this morning without a scratch, 
making his detailed report to the chief 
and commissioner, both of whom ex- 
pressed their thanks for the intelligent 
co-operation of the carnival manage- 
ment. They also complimented Assistant 
Chief Kearns upon the speed with 
which he had the entire night force 
reach the carnival grounds on the second 
call.”

advantage to concessioners and other ex- 
posed locations. To put something new 
and different into pin games, the player 
is given control over the ball somewhat 
after it is shot, by a lever on the front 
of the machine which permits tilting the 
playing hoard. Five polished aluminum 
spirals guard the scoring holes and the 
player must tilt the board at certain 
angles to get the ball started into the 
cpening of the spiral hazard. Even after 
the ball has started home, it may jump 
over bounds and be lost to the player. 
Pins are placed at wide intervals over 
the board. Heavy penalties are provided 
by four “Out” holes and one which 
“loses” the score. The game has auto- 
matic scoring pockets at the front of the 
board, which prevents cheating and 
makes for easy counting of the score.

ing general admission to circuses and 
fixing a further charge for reserved seats, 
the combined charge totaling more than 
40 cents and therefore being taxable. 
Parks were also hit on the practice of 
selling combination tickets for the vari- 
ous concessions. The ruling provides 
that where a single charge is made to 
cover admission to more than one at- 
traction under the same management 
the tax is computed on the basis of such 
charge. If separate charges are made for 
each attraction, however, the tax is com- 
puted on the basis of the separate 
charges. In the case of season tickets, 
the tax is levied on the total charge, ex- 
cept in cases when the charge of each 

admission is under 40 cents. 

The circuits, in preparing to meet the 
tax, are endeavoring wherever possible to 
dock prices to 40 cents or less and so 
avoid the levy. It is possible that the 
tax may deal a blow to stage shows in 
this regard, since in most spots showing 
flesh such price cutting is impossible.

admit of the introduction of a specially 
arranged trio being played on the saxo- 
phones, lasting about one minute, to be 
taken up again by the rear band. This 
method was continued until the parade 
was over. 

The route of march was announced on 
eight-sheet posters liberally distributed 
in every town. The populace turned out 
en masse. No circus could be greeted 
with greater demonstrations than was 
accorded us by the admiring crowds. 
In the metropolitan cities the enthus!i- 
asm was even more pronounced. 

At frequent intervals the troupers exe- 
cuted a form of difficult march maneu- 
vers, the kind that had gained for me 
the sobriquet “The Minstrel March 
King.” Leading this picturesque pag- 
eantry was Ernest Grove, a marvelously 
skillful drum. major, manipulating two 
batons, hurling them high in air and 
catching them with consummate ease 
and precision. 

Our printing, a great attraction done 
by Strobridge & Company, accurately 
detailing every subject, was displayed 
without stint from three-sheet poster to 
32-sheet stand, which was possible be- 
cause of the many billboards in existence 
in those days. 


Brilliant First Part 


A startling innovation was my elec- 
trified first part, representing a floral 
conservatory, colorful in the extreme 
without illumination and made doubly 
so by the addition of it. 

We catried 100 chairs, constructed to 
be taken apart and crated for traveling, 
and seated that number on the first- 
part. The singers in whiteface, richly 
costumed as French diplomats of the 
Napoleonic era, wore plumed -chapeaux 
and carried rapiers. The program men- 
tioned the idea as representing a social 
function sponsored by the elite. 

Ours was a daring departure from 
minstrelsy as prescribed by its followers, 
but there were five big burnt-cork com- 
panies on the road and opposition was 
keen. Therefore someone had to set the 
pace or be “counted out.” These de- 
partures seemed to strike the public 
fancy, a claim substantiated by box- 
office returns. 

I have seen hundreds of people stand 
delighted before a 32-sheet display illus- 
trating one of these groups who would 
pay but slight attention to the old- 
fashioned single-row minstrel picture 
similarly shown. 

Starting the season of 1879-80, I pro- 
duced the first-parts, originated the clog 
and song-and-dance novelties, and wrote 
music and lyrics for Barlow, Wilson, 
Primrose & West; Thatcher, Primrose & 
West; Barlow & Wilson; Barlow, Wilson 
& Rankin and W. S. Cleveland. 

Featured as the “premier clog soloist” 
and one of the principal end men up to 
and including the season of 1885, I wit- 
nessed the effect of these attractive first- 
part surprises on the box-office and can 
say without fear of contradiction that 
we were never overtaken by bad busi- 
ness, and our season averaged 40 weeks, 
sometimes running a full year. 


The First B-W-S Combo 


Following the first-part overture I 
staged a dance, with 16 end men sing- 
ing Petie’s Gwine To Marry. It was the 
first ensemble of buck, wing and shuffle 
dancing presented to American theater- 
coers. 

In the olio were seen the Massoupias, 
depicting the Negro in his native 
habitation atmosphere on the Congo 


River, Northern Africa, executed by 16 
wonderfully grotesque dancing acrobats, 
followed by a blackout, the best we 
could get with gas, and a transformation 
scene to the dwelling of a modern Negro 
in New York, where a wedding celebra- 
tion was in progress and 16 dandy 
serenaders sang and danced The Wed- 
ding Bells, accompanying themselves on 
belted bells worn by each. This was the 
origin of what subsequently was known 
as the “Silver Bell Quartet,” to whom 
I gave permission to use the act. 


My third big ensemble number was 
The Apollo Belvidere Guards, a sterling 
march feature, supposedly taking place 
on Governor's Island, with a scenic ree 
production of the spot, changing to a 
perfect replica of Bedloe’s Island and the 
Statue of Liberty (its first showing on 
the stage) for a finish. 

The wardrobe of the show, furnished 
by the house of Dazian, was so attrac- 
tive that we placed it on exhibition in 
large cities in a showroom rented’ for 
the purpose, where the public could view 
it up until 6 o’clock on our opening 
day, and what an effective advertising 
scheme it proved to be! 


Production Cost $75,000 


All innovations herein mentioned were 
my creations, with particular reference 
to the two bands, two drum corps, the 
saxophone sextet, the Royal Life Guards 
and mounted trumpeters, costumes for 
which were supplied by Hamon & Com- 
pany, London. 

John F. Curry, of New Orleans, 
financed the show to the extent of 
$75,000. If this statement should be 
doubted I have documents to prove my 
claim. The average tip-top troupe of 
that day expended from $2,000 to $6,000 
on production at most. It was the gen- 
eral belief that Sweatman and Rice were 
equal partners. They were not. The 
interests were divided between John 
Curry and myself. 

Ellis Brooks was our orchestra con- 
ductor and band leader. Robert Car- 
michel led an orchestra of 28 men. Dan 
Quinlan, master of transportation, was 
given his first chance as intePlocutor by 
me, aS was Banks Winter. This laid the 
foundation for a position which brought 
Dan great fame. I believe he is still in 
the going. He has my best wishes. 

In conclusion, let me say that I saw 
the George Evans Show several times 
and it was in line with the best.

carry on the campaign and fight for liv- 
ing music in the theaters. When sub- 
mitted, the resolution for discontinuance 
of the tax was voted down. San Fran- 
cisco local then endeavored to pass a 
resolution declaring a year’s moratorium 
on collecting the tax. This also was 
killed. 

Treasurer's report showed that only 
$120,000 was spent on advertising during 
past year, and further stated that char- 
ters of 10 locals were revoked for non- 
compliance with the theater tax law. 
None of them have been reinstated to 
date. 

Legislation was passed Thursday 
wherein traveling members cannot, with- 
out the consent of a local, play any 
presentation performances in its juris- 
diction unless a local house orchestra 
is also employed. This law was con- 
sidered necessary for the reason that 
members have attempted to travel and 
play with presentation shows in thea- 
ters in which no local orchestra is em- 
ployed. Another resolution was intro- 
duced to tax traveling orchestras an 
additional 2 per cent for a defense fund 
and was referred to the executive board 
for further consideration. 

Holding that it has been the experi- 
ence of many locals that the joint agree- 
ment between the IATSE and AFM oper-

ates in most cases to the detriment of 
musicians, a resolution was introduced 
seeking to modify and revise the agree- 
ment whereby locals will get the neces- 
Sary protection for their interests. The 
matter was aiscussed, recommended and 
referred to the executive board. General 
Samuel Ansell, legal federation rep- 
resentative in Washington, spoke before 
the convention Wednesday, reviewing 
actions and legislation under way in 
Washington favorable to musicians. He 
also discussed the Army and Navy band 
competition and pointed out that a bill 
is now before Congress to limit engage- 
ments of these organizations so as not 
to be competitive with local musicians. 

He further called attention to the 
radio situation and the dangers to the 
organized musicians in the activities. of 
radio interests. As a result, legislation 
was introduced prohibiting hook-up sta- 
tions from using a key station's sustain- 
ing program for a local commercial pro- 
gram. The resolution was referred to the 
executive board, with instructions to do 
al] possible to stop this evil.

Eastern Canadian Provinces 


ST. JOHN, N. B., June 18.—Installed 
in restaurants, tobacco stores, pool and 
billiard halls, confectionery and fruit 
stores, filling stations, road-side refresh- 
ment stands, theater lobbies, etc., never 
before have there been so many coin- 
operated miniature pool and billiard 
tables, ball and pin games, candy and 
gum venders in operation in the Eastern 
Canadian provinces, particularly in the 
St. John zone, where the present in- 
vasion of the Atlantic provinces as a 
coin-macnine field was started only 18 
months ago, 


Instead of proving the end of coin 
machines in Eastern Canada, the police 
action against certain devices has re- 
sulted in the unprecedented popularity 
of miniature pool and billiards and ball 
and pin games. Music machines have 
not become as popular as the games. All 
are for nickel operation. In some in- 
stances owners of the places having 
games offer a daily prize for high total, 
this prize ranging from a package of 
cigarets to a box of chocolates. Some 
of the filling stations have offered a 
gallon of gasoline as the daily prize,
